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A day for history: Agnew resigns 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - Splro T. Ag- 


new resigned as vice president of the 
United Slates "in the best Interests of the 
nation" Wednesday, and pleaded no con- 
tent In federal court In Baltimore to a 
fflngle count of income tax evasion in 
1967. 


Agncw was the second vice president 


In history to resign and the first to do so 
under duress. 


Shortly after his action, Agncw an- 


nounced ho would make an address to 
the nation within "a few days." 


President Nixon, expressing "a great 


sense of personal loss," said he would 
begin prompt consultations with national 
leaders of both political parties on nomi- 
nating a new vlco president. 


U.S. District Judge Walter E. Hoff- 


man, accepting the result of two days of 
secret plea bargaining between Agncw 
and Attorney General Elliot L. Richard- 
son, fined Agncw $10.000 and placed him 
on Ihrcc years' probation. 


At Richardson's urging, Hoffman said 


he was forsaking his usual practice of 
sentencing lawyers, tax accountants or 
business executives to prison terms of 
two to five months In income tax cases. 


Illchardson announced he would hold a 


news conference to discuss the case at 10 
a.m. today, and It will be televised na- 
tionally. 


Richardson appealed to Hoffman to 


keep Agncw out of prison "out of com- 
passion for the man, out of respect for 
the office he has held and out of appre- 
ciation of the fact that by his resignation 
he has spared the nation the prolonged 
agony that would have attended upon his 
trial."

The two-month ordeal that began for 


Agncw when he learned In early August 
he was under federal Investigation for 
possible violation of tax, bribery, ex- 
tortion and conspiracy laws ended at 2:05 
p.m. EOT when he entered courtroom 
No. 3 on the fifth floor of the federal 
courthouse in downtown Baltimore with 
a Secret Service agent on each arm. 


He and Richardson told Hoffman of the 


plea agreement under which Agncw 
would resign and plead nolo contcndcrc 
(no contest) to a lesser charge. 


Richardson said evidence obtained 


from several former Agncw associates in 
Maryland "established a pattern of sub- 
stantial cash payments" to Agnew while 


he was governor of Maryland — pay- 
ments which he said Agnew received as 
late as December, 1972, while he was 
vice president. 


The attorney general said the govern- 


ment was ready to press forward with 
the return of a grand jury indictment 
charging bribery against Agncw, but "to 
have done so ... would have been likely 
to inflict upon the nation serious and per- 
manent scars," 


At the exact moment the hearing be- 


gan in Baltimore, Agnew's resignation 
became effective legally when a 14-word 
letter of resignation was delivered to 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 


One minute later, a copy of that letter, 


along with a three-paragraph covering 
letter, was given to Alexander M. Halg, 
the White House chief of staff, and for- 
warded immediately to the President. 


In his letter of reply, the President 


praised Agnew's "candor and courage .. 
. your strong patriotism and your 
profound dedication to the welfare of the 
nation." 


The White House said Agnew told Nix- 


on of his decision during a 40-mlnute 
meeting starting at 6 p.m. Tuesday night 
in the President's Oval Office. 


During the 35-minute court hearing in 


Baltimore, which Hoffman called "this 
tragic event in history," the judge said 
the Justice Department would halt its 
case against Agnew under the negotiated 
plea agreement. 


But Hoffman told Agncw this did not 


mean his name would not be mentioned 
In other judicial proceedings. 


The specific charge to which Agnew, in 


effect, pleaded guilty, was evasion of fed- 
eral income taxes totaling $13,551 in 1967. 


U.S. Attorney George Beall, who has 


been heading the Agncw investigation as 
part of a 10-month grand jury inquiry 
into alleged political graft in Maryland, 
said Agnew — then governor of the state 
— and his wife claimed taxable income 
that year of $26,099, with $6,416 in total 
tax due. 


Actually, said Beall, their taxable in- 


come totaled $55,599, on which tax due 
was $19,967. 


The first inkling that something mo- 


mentous was about to break came when 
Agnew stood before Hoffman and agreed 
to sign a waiver of indictment. Then 
Richardson informed the court Agnew 
had agreed to enter a plea to a criminal 
information. 


Nixon weighing 
successors as 
Congress waits 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Nixon Wednesday began immediate 
consultations with congressional lead- 
ers over a successor to Vice Presi- 
dent Splro T. Agncw. 


Presidential Press Secretary Ron- 


ald L. Zloglcr said Nixon — within 
two hours of Agnew's resignation — 
met with his party's leaders In the 
House and Senate, Sens. Hugh Scott 
of Pennsylvania and Robert Griffin 
of Michigan, and Reps. Gerald Ford 
of Michigan and Leslie Arcnds of Illi- 
nois. 


Ho later met with Senate Demo- 


cratic leader Sen. Mike Mansfield of 
Montana and House Speaker Carl Al- 
bert of Oklahoma. Until a new vico 
president Is sworn, Albert Is the sec- 
ond In lino to the presidency should 
anything happen to Nixon. 


Zlcglcr said Nixon would confer 


with loaders "both within and outside 
the administration." 


Among Ihoso mentioned ns possi- 


bilities to fill the post were Gov. Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller of Now York: for- 
mer Treasury Secretary and Texas 
Gov. John B. Connolly, a Democrat- 
turned-Republican; Attorney General 
Elliot L. Richardson; Sen. Barry M. 
Goldwatcr, R-Ariz., the 1064 GOP 
presidential nominee; and California 
Gov. Ronald Hcngan. 


Scott said Nixon had asked for rec- 


ommendations from congressional 
Republicans, GOP governors and 
members of the Republican National 
Committee. 


"I don't think there will be any un- 


due delay," Scott replied when nskcd 
when Nixon might announce a deci- 
sion. 


However, Scott told Republican 


senators at a separate meeting they 
should glvo him their recommenda- 
tions by 4 p.m. EOT Thursday. 


He added that Republican National 


Chairman George Bush had asked 
members of the Republican National 
Committee to submit any recommen- 
dations by B p.m. Thursday. 


Ford said House Republicans 


would meet at 0:30 a.m. Thursday to 
draw up their preferences to they 
could be transmitted to the White 
House by 6 p.m. that day.

Percy, R-I11., a possible 1976 Republican 
presidential contender, said he was 
"shocked and surprised" at the Agnew 
resignation. Percy said nothing about 
speculation that he may replace Agnew. 


Crane, in a statement, said Reagan is 


a good candidate for the vice presidency 
because of his "demonstrated, proven 
record of performance In California." 
Crane particularly praised Reagan for 
innovations In welfare reform In his state 
and for his "ability to hold the line on 
taxes."

Richard Cowen, Wheeling GOP com- 


mitteman, assailed the Nixon adminis- 
tration for what he termed a "lack of 
leadership, candor and honesty" since 
the trip to Red China last year. 


He said that leadership for the country 


has not been coming from Nixon, that 
Nixon had failed to provide national solu- 
tions in such areas as the environment, 
the energy crisis and the economy. 


He added that confidence in govern- 


ment under Nixon has been "slipping 
away like sand castles being washed 
away by a tidal wave."

and I had lunch together and at that 
time, he was adamant that under no con- 
ditions would he resign. Obviously that

Percy said there should be only one 


criteria for selection of Agnew's replace- 
ment. "It must be the man or woman 
who.would be best qualified to be presi- 
dent if it is necessary." 


U.S. Rep. Sam Young, R-10th, called 


upon Democrats to put aside partisan- 
ship in selection of a new vice president. 


"I think the President ought to move 


quickly to appoint a man to the ofifcc of 
sufficient stature to' restore confidence in 
the office and in the Republican Party," 
he said. 


He also said that despite earlier Demo- 


cratic threats not to confirm a vice presi- 
dent who would be a candiatc for presi- 
dent in 1976, "I hope and think that on 
reflection they will support the person 
who would make the best president in 
the event something happened to Presi- 
dent Nixon." 


Young also said he favors any of four

Michael McMlnowny, a youthful Republican spy told the 


Senate Watergate committee yesterday It was so easy to infil- 
trate Democratic camps he wound up watching TV with 
George McGovcm at the 1972 Democratic National Con- 
vention. McMlnoway said he was hired by a man ho knew as 
"Jason Ranlcr." later Identified as Roger Stone. He was paid 
$.1,800.10 for his work over a four-month period. 


Senate votes to limit war-making powers 
The Scnato has given final approval to a bill limiting presi- 


dential war-making powers. Tho vote was 75 to 20, far more 
than the two-thirds needed to override a threatened veto by 
President Nixon. Tho bill prohibits the President from com- 
mitting troops to battle for more than 90 days without specific 
congressional authorization, and gives Congress power to end 
hostilities earlier by a simple majority vote.

Provera, a controversial contraceptive drug that can prevent 
pregnancy for up to three months at a Umo with one In- 
jection.

Conlisk quits as chief 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Chicago Police 


Supt. James B. Conlisk Jr. resigned 
Wednesday, just five days after 19 pre- 
sent and former policemen were found 
guilty of extorting hundreds of thousands 
of dollars from city saloon owners. 


Mayor Richard J. Daley announced at 


a news conference ho had received Con- 
llsk's resignation and it would be effec- 
tive Nov. 1. Daley said Conlisk had re- 
signed for "personal reasons." 


Conlisk, 56, the son of a police captain, 


had been under heavy pressure to resign 
because of growing criticism of the po- 
lice department. 


Daley said the years since 1967 when 


Conlisk was appointed to succeed Or- 
lando W. Wilson "have been six years in 
which the Chicago police and other law • 
enforcement agencies throughout the 


country have been confronted with many 
serious problems. 


"Jim Conlisk served as superintendent 


with honor and outstanding profes- 
sionalism. I know I speak for the people 
of Chicago when I wish him the best of 
everything in the future." 


The U. S. Attorneys office obtained a 


conviction against 19 of Conlisk's men 
last week, culminating the biggest feder- 
al crackdown yet on the metropolitan po- 
lice force. 


The conviction was also considered a 


blow to the Democratic regime of Daley, 
and more Indictments of police are ex- 
pected soon. 


Under Illinois law, the new police chief 


will be chosen by the mayor from three 
candidates submitted by the Chicago po- 
lice board.

No motive has 
been established, according to Lundqulst, 
although Jarrett's wallet was missing. 
"Robbery Is a possible motive," said 
Lundquist, "but Jarrett's mother said he 
wasn't carrying much money when he 
left Kennett by bus for Chicago on Sept. 
17." 


Police don't know what Jarrett was 


doing In the forest preserve, according to 
Lundquist. A statement given to police 
by Jarrett's mother said he was having a 
hard time finding work and came to Chi- 
cago to find a job.

"I've always hnd a good word for 


Burns," Guttilla said. "I believe It Is one 
of the finest In the nation."

village." Ho said ho thoroughly In- 
vestigated the firm before deciding to 
make tho changeover. 


WHEN THK SWITCH to Burns was 


first announced, Guttilla maintained that 
local bu.ilnw.smen would find no Increas- 
es In tho cost of their burglar alarms. 
Tho fees for some businessmen, how- 
ever, have apparently Increased because 
they lost a discount on their monthly ser- 
vice charge. 


According to Charles Paulson, treas- 


urer of Certified, burglar alarm com- 
panies chargo rent to other alarm com- 
panies that hook into their panel at po- 
lice department*. He said that when Cer- 
tified operated tho panel at tho police de- 
partment, businessmen with Certified 
alarm systems were not charged rent for 
their connection to tho alarm board. 


T h u s , businessmen with Certified 


alarms were charged only J3 a month 
when a Certified alarm board was In tho 
police station. Businessmen dealing with 
other alarm companies were charged $3 
a month for n burglar alarm hook-up and 
$11 a month for a flro alarm hook-up, 
according to Paulson.

discount and were charged tho full $8 
and $11 monthly fee. 


"If it's your board, you don't charge 


your customers," Paulson said. "But If 
it's someone else's, then you do get 
charged." 


Paulson said that since the majority of 


businesses hooked Into tho board were 
Certified customers, a majority of busi- 
nessmen on the board would have experi- 
enced a service fee increase If they 
hooked into the Burns board. 


Therefore, Paulson said he offered his 


customers the option of connecting to an 
alarm board tied Into an answering ser- 
vice. He sold in this way his customers 
could retain their $3 monthly service 
charfle. 


"If they wanted to stay with the police 


department, fine," he said. "But if they 
wanted to save some money they could 
switch over to the answering service." 


So far, about 30 businesses and other 


alarm customers have pulled out of tho 
alarm board In the police station and 
connected to Ccrtlflcd's answering ser- 
vice alarm board. 


WHEN ASKED about the discount fee 


offered by Certified, Guttilla said, "What 
they charge has nothing to do with me 
here. I was unaware of that and I don't 
want to be Involved in their price war or 
whatever they call It," ho said. 


Previously, Guttilla had accused Certi- 


fied of spreading false Information about 
tho changeover. "Certified is just trying 
to keep their security system in here," 
he said early this summer. 


Paulson, however, said there were no 


"sour grapes" involved In the matter. 
"If my customer wanted to switch, they 
switched," he said. "If they wanted to 
stay, they stayed." 


He also said ho could document the in- 


creases In service charges, since Burns 
bills Certified for service and Certified 
passes these charges on to its customers.

Hawthorne becoming 'open school' 
'Learning walls9 tumbling dawn 


by JILL BETTNKR 


The walls are coming down at Haw- 


thorne School in Dlst. 21 — the walls of 
grade levels, structured curriculum, time 
schedules. 


Hawthorne is becoming an open school. 


It's already open in the physical sense, 
in that it has no walls dividing students 
Into neat little cubicles, usually called 
classrooms. 


Now, Hawthorne administrators and 


teachers are on then- way toward devel- 
oping and practicing the open school phi- 
losophy. 


Hawthorne is already the most open 


school In tho district because of its open 
space floor plan and team teaching ap- 
proach. However, it still retains some 
structured elements of a traditional 
school. 


Team teaching is used to some degree 


in most schools In Dlst. 21, but at Haw- 
thorne, It is tho only Instructional mode. 


TEACHERS ARE divided into two 


teams, one that cooperatively plans In- 
struction for children in kindergarten 
through third grade and the other which 
handles students in grades four through 
six. Spanish bilingual teachers also par- 
ticipate in team planning. 


The 225 students are grouped accord- 


Ing to ability and/or interest, rather than 
by traditional grade level. There may be 
children one or two years apart In the 
same math class. 


"The idea Is to put students wherever 


they can function with the group," said 
Principal Kay Kaccna. 


Currently, 
children 
are 
cross-age 


grouped 
within 
either 
the primary 


grades or the Intermediate grades. The 
teachers would like to see instruction en- 
tirely individualized. 


"It would be Ideal to have cross-group- 


ing throughout the whole school," said 
Carrie Dellln, one of the intermediate 
team teachers. "We'd like to Individ- 
ualize to the point that kids will recog- 
nize only that they are doing the work 
they can do Instead of the Idea 'I can 
only do {his much because there's a 4 
next to my name.'" 


BEFORE INSTRUCTION can be com- 


pletely Individualized, the teachers agree 
that they must develop students' deci- 
sion-making ability. 


Self-direction is the basic foundation of 


the open school philosophy. A child is 
given the time and freedom to complete

"All of the kids 
here except the fourth graders have al- 
ways been in self-contained traditional 
classes. For that matter, so have the 
teachers and it's hard for everybody to 
leave all that behind." 


ONE OF THE METHODS used at 


Hawthorne to develop student indepen- 
dence is educational contracts. The stu- 
dent draws up a contract stating that he 
will complete certain wdrk within a cer- 
tain amount of time. 


"The children are helped to understand 


their strengths and weaknesses with bas- 
ic skills," Mrs. Kacena said. "They then 
decide what they want to work on and 
set up goals for themselves." 


Students who are not able to function 


this Independently are given special help 
in small group homerooms. The children 
in these classes, one in the primary sec- 
tion and the other in the intermediate 
section, spend more time with one teach- 
er than the rest of the students. 


"All children can't function in a self- 


choice program," Mrs. Kacena said. 
"We provide for each child according to 
his needs." 


HAWTHORNE, at 200 Glendale Ave. in 


Wheeling, was opened in the fall of 1971 
and was intended to develop into an open 
school. Mrs. Kacena thinks the en- 
thusiasm and desire of the staff will help 
reach the completely open school goal. 


"The foundation of Hawthorne is that 


the staff consists of professional teachers 
who wanted more than anything else to 
provide this kind of education program," 
she said.

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Smoking area means pupil freedom—with reservations

Behind each of tho five school buildings In High School Disk 


211 there Is an area set aside for students to smoke clgarots. 
It's often just a patch of concrete or asphalt with no chairs or 
shelter from tho weather. Students stand there — some smok- 
ing, some eating a sack lunch, some just talking to their 
friends. 


It Isn't a luxurious place, but for many students It repre- 


sents a measure of freedom. Those who choose to smoke no 
longer have to break the rules by hiding In a washroom and 
risk being caught by a teacher. 


T1IIS YEAR, though, there Is a little less freedom at the 


smoking areas. Now students must hove their parents' per- 
mission to enter the area and their identification cards arc 
coded to show which ones have the privilege. 


About 30 per cent of the students have their parents' per- 


mission, some because they smoke, but some because they 
simply want tho right to enter the smoking area. And, behind 
tho whole Issue of student smoking lies a larger question — 
who Is responsible for a student's behavior while he's In 
school, tho student, his parents, or the school administration? 


The change in policy was recommended by the district dis- 


cipline committee made up of school administrators and 
board members and was approved by tho school board July 
31. Associate Supt. Bruce Altcrgott, chairman of the com- 
mittee, told tho board the change was necessary because "the 
student Is becoming loss and less responsible for his own 
actions," and "students have not accepted their responsi- 
bility" for keeping tho smoking areas clean. 


Last week Altergott said parental permission was recom- 


mended for two reasons to fulfill "two separate goals." Stu- 
dents were not keeping the areas clean so the privilege of 
free access to the smoking areas should be denied, he said, 
and second, a student should not be allowed to smoke at 
school if his parents don't allow him to smoke at home. 


JIM VANIDES, vice president of the student council at 


Fremd High School, said he objected to the change in policy 
because board members did not seek the views of students 
before they made the revision. Members of the student coun- 
cil at Fremd have discussed the smoking rules, he said, but 
"I don't think they talked to any of them." 


Students should have some voice In making the rules they 


live by, sold Vanldes. "It would be nice If the board had more 
communication with students," he said, and added "I'd like 
to see our student council having more communication with 
the board." 


The new rule "certainly won't moke the student more re- 


sponsible for his own actions," Vanldes said, but will prob- 
ably result in "Increased student alienation, not increased 
student responsibility." If students are given more responsi- 
bility they will "work to meet that expectation," he said. 


Fremd student council president Jonathan Nelson said 


schools have been regarded as a '/parent away from home" 
but schools today are less willing to act as the guardian of 
student morals. Dlst. 211 board members "have done a good 
job of lifting the responsibility from their own shoulders," he 
said, and "their solution to the problem is making them less 
responsible because they are less willing to be responsible." 


BUT ALL students in Dlst. 211 aren't so sure that they 


should have more responsibility. "It's up to the student," said 
Karen Winkels, chairman of the government committee of the 
student council at Schaumburg High School. "I think they 
should take the responsibility themselves but a lot of kids 
aren't mature enough," she said. 


Alex lurio, student council president at Palatine High 


School, said rules often force students to be more responsible 
for their behavior. "He's realizing the punishment — it may 
be a cure." He said the change in the smoking policy is a 
good Idea because schools should not condone smoking and 
parents should have the right to decide whether they will 
allow their son or daughter to smoke. 
. "It makes a lot of sense," said Kim Harding, secretary of 
the Palatine student council. "There was really nothing else 
they could do." If students wont more freedom, open campus 
for example, they must prove that they ore responsible by 
following other rules, she said. 


Altergott said there were no students on the committee to 


discuss the smoking policy because the committee "didn't 
think it was appropriate." He said, "I think we know what 
the feelings of the students are; we hear It every day." 


RULES CHALLENGE students to be more responsible, said 


Altergott. "People will oftentimes perform ns they're ex- 
pected to perform," he said, and "every privilege brings with 
it added responsibility." 


A disciplinarian is really an educator who trys to get stu- 


dents to "see the reason for the rule," Altergott said. Every- 
one must follow rules, everyone who drives a car must obey 


the speed limit, he said, "that's democracy, doing what you 
ought to do." 


Board member Anna Countryman said the board decided V> 


restrict access to smoking areas mainly because students 
"would not take the responsibility for keeping it clean which 
was part of the privilege." 


The board also felt parents should have something to say 


about use of the smoking areas, Mrs. Countryman said. Per- 
mitting smoking among students who are not old enough to 
legally buy cigarets Is "more or less" letting them ignore the 
law, she said, and "we thought it was the parents' responsi- 
bility." 


WHEN ASKED why the opinions of students were not 


sought by the board, Mrs. Countryman said, "I really didn't 
think of it." The board has been busy updating all the dis- 
trict's policies, she said. "The board makes the policy, that's 
our job." 


Mrs. Countryman said she has had some reaction on the 


smoking policy from parents. They "have been very enthu- 
siastic about it. They think we did the right thing," she said. 


After everyone has had his say there are still some students 


whose only reaction to the new smoking policy is a simple 
shrug of the shoulders. It's just another rule in a school that 
already has too many rules, too little freedom for students, 
they say. 


One student at Schaumburg High School said she doesn't 


like school anymore. "I used to like it before I got to high 
school," she said, but they "don't treat you much different 
than in grade school. Now I don't care. I just come here. I 
hate it."

I have differed for o number of years 


with hunllli In each of my shoulders, at 
different times. I would like your opinion 
of the best way of treating this painful 
affliction. In tlio past I have nail corti- 
sone Jo pill form and In shot form, but I 
am hesitant to take this powerful drug In 
fear of what It can do to the body. Do 
you consider cortisone harmful for one 
who might need It about once a year? 
Can It harm the bone structure? 


Painful shoulders arc difficult to treat. 


Most of them arc not arthritis, and com- 
monly whatever tho cnuso It Is referred 
to as bunltb. Tho joints arc encased 
with a thin membrane much like plastic 
wrapping material that literally encapsu- 
lates tho area. Instdo this sac-like struc- 
ture Is tho joint fluid. Tho sac Itself Is 


called a bursa. When It is Inflamed It Is 
bursltls. 


Usually the tendons or the bursa-llko 


sacs around them, called tendon sheaths, 
are Involved. Arthritis of the shoulder 
joint alone Is seldom tho cause of shoul- 
der pain. Arthritis of the neck and a cer- 
vical disk can cause painful shoulders. 


During the episode, as you well know, 


there Is soreness of the muscles and of- 
ten difficulty In moving tho arm. 


Opinions differ on how best to treat the 


condition, and I don't think anyone has 
tho final answer. Tho most important 
goal, is to relieve the pain as much as 
possible without causing any harm. Aspi- 
rin Is often used. Local heat Is used, and 
finally when the acute condition permits 
It, light exorcises arc employed to main- 
tain tho full rango of the shoulder joint. I

think this latter measure is particularly 
Important. To do this you should swing 
the arms around and around in a back 
stroke motion the full range possible for 
you. Then swing them forward as in a 
forward motion. You are not interested 
in endurance or strength, or how long 
you can do It, just In maintaining the full 
range of motion. 


Cortisone has been used for this condi- 


tion and is advocated by many. It can be 
given cither by mouth or by injection. 
Most doctors feel they get better results 
from the injection. Often it will not con- 
trol the problem with only one or two 
shots. In any case, if you don't have to 
use it over too long a period, once a year 
Is not likely to harm you in any way or 
affect your bones.• • » 


You mentioned soybeans helping to

Do roasted soybeans from 
the health centers contain the same 
amount of proteins as prepared In other 
forms? 


Roasted soybeans are fine. There ore 


many other ways soybeans and soybean 
products can be used in food preparation. 
I have one word of caution about roasted 
soybeans — be sure they are dry roasted 
and read the label carefully. Some of the 
products are roosted in coconut oil, and 
as I have stated before, coconut oil is 
very rich in saturated fat which should 
bo limited in the interest of preventing 
heart and vascular disease.

Sadat wanted limited war

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, after 


a series of disappointments in U.S. peace 
efforts In the Middle East, decided last 
March that renewal of the war with Is- 
rael was inevitable and began preparing 
for it. He struck after receiving assur- 
ances that the Arab oil producing nations 
would throw their economic and diplo- 
matic weight on his side. 


It was on March 28 that he declared 


himself military governor with powers 
equivalent to martial law. 


Ho envisioned a relatively limited of- 


fensive, hoping at least to hold on to 
small gains either in the Golan Heights 
or along Suez until international pres- 
sures forced an end to the fighting either 
through the United Nations or the big 
powers. 


This, of course, Is hindsight based only 


upon the external evidence including re- 
ports from United Nations observers that 
it was the Egyptians and Syrians who 
struck first in coordinated attacks. 


Despite the glowing reports of Arab 


communiques and the unanimous support 
declared by other Arab nations, there 
were other Indications the Arabs them- 
selves had severe doubts that Sadat's 
gamble would pay off. 


Conspicuously on the sidelines of the 


fighting was Jordan's King Hussein, who 
has said he would not join in a new fight 
with Israel unless he was convinced of a 


50 per cent chance of victory. 


President Habib Bourguiba of Tunisia 


promised troops to aid In the fighting but 
declared openly he feared for the results 
because "I know the strength of Israel." 


Even the Egyptian foreign minister, 


Mohammed H. El-Zayyat replied "frank- 
ly, no," when asked If he felt certain of 
Egyptian victory. 


Lending pressure upon Sadat for action 


was the impatience of young officers hi 
the Egyptian army, of unrest among 
Egyptian students and dissatisfaction 
among the population with mounting in- 
flation and the high cost of paying for a 
war that went nowhere. 


When Sadat announced on July 18, 


1972, that he had ordered Soviet forces 
out of Egypt he hoped the result would 
be pressure from the United States on 
Israel for some sort of reciprocal action. 
It was not forthcoming. 


It seems probable the last straw fell on 


July 26,1973, when the United States ve- 


toed a resolution in the U.N. Security 
Council which would have called upon Is- 
rael to withdraw unequivocally from the 
occupied Arab lands. 


The U.S. position has been that any 


Israeli withdrawal must be in conformity 
to Israeli security needs. 


It seems probable also that Sadat had 


decided time was not on his side as tha 
Israelis steadily went ahead with devel- 
opment of the Gaza Strip and areas of 
the Sinai with projects of a permanent 
nature. 


Militarily the situation is obscured by 


heavy censorship on both sides. 


What eye-witness reports there have 


been tend to support Israeli claims of air 
control and destruction of pontoon 
bridges across the Suez Canal. 


October's perfect flying weather should 


make sitting ducks of Syrian tanks on 
the exposed terrain of the Golan Heights 
and of Egyptian tanks trapped on the 
wrong side of the canal. (UPI)

Others tracks need scrutiny, too 


Arlington Park lias been cast In 


the role of Call guy for the er- 
rors of Illinois racing, In a just-re- 
leased study of backstrctch living 
conditions produced by the Illinois 
RnclnR Board. 


We don't quarrel with the need to 


clean up backstrctch housing and 
facilities at Arlington Park, but the 
report, In singling out the Arlington 
Heights track, misses tho greater 
problem at all tracks throughout Il- 
linois. 


Here's the logic Mrs. Lucy Rcum, 


a member of the Racing Board, 
used In the report she wrote: She 
.'inserted the report should not be 
construed as singling out Arlington 
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Park. However, since Arlington 
had the longest racing season in Il- 
linois, "the success of Arlington in 
surmounting backstrctch problems 
is to a significant degree crucial to 
the future of horse racing in Illi- 
nois." 


It adds: "Based on interviews 


with stable help, there is reason to 
bclicvo that conditions comparable 
to those found at Arlington exist at 
other Illinois tracks and in fact, 
throughout the state." 


Conditions at Arlington could 


probably be improved. The report 
states that new dormitories don't 
meet minimal standards, fire haz- 
ards went undetected during the 
racing season and that health 
code violations were not followed 
up during the racing season. 


In other words, corrections are 


in order. To the credit of Arlington 
Heights, its village manager, L. A. 
Hanson, has ordered formation of 
an administrative task force to rec- 
ommend track improvements be- 
fore the 1974 racing season begins. 
Such initiative is a proper and 
commendable reaction to Mrs. 
Rcum's report. 


However, the Illinois Racing 


Board is kidding itself if it believes 
that cleaning up Arlington Park is 
going to produce an example which 


will be followed automatically by 
other Illinois tracks. 


The Racing Board will have to 


get tough with other tracks, rather 
than merely suggesting they follow 
Arlington's lead. The indictment 
against Arlington, in fact, smacks 
of continued criticisms against the 
leading track in Illinois. 


Let's correct the problems that 


exist behind the scene at Illinois 
tracks — but let's not limit the 
clean-up to slapping down one 
track. The next task for the Illinois 
Racing Board should be a com- 
prehensive investigation of back- 
stretch conditions at ALL tracks in 
Illinois.

WASHINGTON — As the television 


lights dim on the quest by senators and 
lawyers for the facts about Watergate, 
some of the nation's theologians are be- 
ginning to ruminate about its meaning 
for American national life. 


There is, of course, no unanimity on 


what that meaning is but there does 
seem to be a consensus that the moral 
meaning of Watergate touches everyone, 
not just those facing prison or loss of 
Jobs. 


According to Harry K. Gutmann, 


chairman of the board of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations, "Wa- 
tergate should have made it clear that 
there is no separation between private 
and public morals." 


A colleague of Gutmann's, Albert Vor- 


span, director of the same group's Com- 
mission of Social Action, said that not 
only is Watergate a profound legal and 
constitutional crisis, "but it is also a 
moral crisis for the American people." 


In a booklet prepared for Reform 


Judaism's marking of the High Holidays, 
Vorspan said: "Nothing on the current 
religious and Interrellglous agenda is 
more urgent than to look fearlessly be- 
neath the cesspool of Watergate at the 
gods we Americans worship ... 


"Every institution in America must re- 


examine itself and its failures in the 
harsh light of Watergate." 


The ecumenical magazine Christian 


Century conducted a poll of religious 
leaders on the subject and many of the 
responses echoed Vorspan. 


Robert McAfee Brown, professor of re- 


ligious studies at Stanford University, de- 
fined the Watergate issues as those of 
power and idolatry. 


"Theso themes . . . are familiar 


themes in theological history," he said, 
"and the prophetic tradition of the Hebr- 
ew Scriptures provides us ... 
with an 


Interfalth base from which to begin to 
rebuild." 


Theologian Gabriel Fackre of the 


United Church of Christ called "White 
House religion" a factor creating that at- 
mosphere where Watergate could hap- 
pen. 


He said this "White House religion fa. 
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sulates the leaders of government from 
the prophetic word." 


Evangelist Billy Graham, the clergy- 


man perhaps closest to President Nixon, 
has avoided making judgments about 
Watergate although he has praised the 
press for making the affair public. 


In remarks at the general assembly of 


the Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A., 
Graham said: 


"After the Vietnam war we thought we 


were coming back In unity and then sud- 
denly were pulled apart by Watergate. It 
all seems to be a part — or so it seemed 
to 'me — of what could possibly be a 
judgment of God on America." 


At least one theologian — Roman Cath- 


olic writer Michael Novak who also 
serves as consultant to the Rockefeller

'Prime issue' rules pried out of Internal Revenue

Twenty<one Mcreto of th« Internal 


Revenue Service have been disclosed, 
with the result (hat taxpayers are no 
longer in the dark about the position of 
the IRS when certain deductions or other 
tax breaks are claimed. 


The IRS will fight. That 1> Its position 


on IU 21 "prime Issues," hitherto class I- 
fled Information. 


It was forced to make them public as 


the result of court action brought by a 
taxpayer utxlcr the Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act. 


What the IRS means by a "prime Is- 


sue," explains the accounting firm Seld- 
man It Seldman, Is one "on which the 
IRS would rather fight than switch — 
that Is, go to court rather than settle or 
concede." 


ON ONE ISSUE, certain fees paid to 


employment agencies, the Tax Court has 
ruled In favor of a taxpayer. The IRS 
adnmantly refuses to concede the point, 
though, and will continue to make tax- 
payers go to court on It. 


When an agency has actually provided 


employment for a Job seeker, the IKS 
allows the fee as a deductible business 
expense. Out If you have paid agencies 
for trying to find employment for you — 
with no Job resulting - the IRS wUI dis- 
allow a deduction, though the Tax Court 
has ruled such fees deductible In certain 
circumstances. 


ANOTHKR OF THE prime Issue* con- 


cerns certain expenses of a home owner 


who Is selling his residence. 


You have put your house on the mar- 


ket and had to vacate it before selling. 
Are maintenance costs and depreciation 
on the vacant house part of your selling 
expense and deductible? 


POSITIVELY NO, says the IRS — 


even though "fix-up expenses," incurred 
when you pretty up a house prior to put- 
ting it on the market, can be figured In 
as part of the selling cost. 


The moral would soem to be that home 


owners should anticipate as much pre- 
ventive maintenance as possible when 
they're fixing up a house before it Is of- 
fered for sale. 


O N E CIRCUMSTANCE In which 


maintenance and depreciation aro deduc- 
tible: If your house Is up for sale and 
also offered for rent. But If you go this 
route, be prepared to actually rent tho 
house if you get any takers. The IRS 
takes a very dim view of pro forma rent- 
al offers which you don't really mean. 


Another prime issue on which the IRS 


will fight you concerns the tax-saver 
widely used by parents who make gifts 
of money, securities or other Income-pro- 
ducing assets to their children. 


You can, for example, establish a trust 


savings account for a son or daughter 
and divert up to $3,000 a year to the ac- 
count without its being subject to gift 
tax. 


EARNED INTEREST Is then Income 


to the child; It Is not taxable Income for 
the parent And since the child gets his 
or her own personal exemption and stan- 


dard deduction, there may be little or no 
income tax paid on such gifts to children 
until the total passes several thousand 
dollars. 


The manner of making such gifts Is 


prescribed In the Uniform Gifts to Minor 
act (or corresponding Model Gifts of 
Securities to Minors Act, for giving 
stocks and bonds). Such gifts are irrevo- 
cable and become the solo property of 
the child at age 21. 


BUT EVEN THOUGH you make an Ir- 


revocable gift of such assets, by law, it's 
the position of the IRS that if you, the 
donor, have named yourself custodian, 
and you die before the minor reaches 


age 21, the assets will be treated as part 
of your estate and subject to federal es- 
tate tax. 


The three "prime Issues" above are 


those in which the average taxpayer 
might find himself Involved. The others 
concern corporate or business taxes or 
are special Issues relating to particular 
types of taxpayers. 


Whether a taxpayer will want to claim 


any of these tax benefits will, as Seld- 
man & Scidman observes, probably de- 
pend on the amount of advantage at 
stake. Because you can be reasonably 
sure that you'll have to fight for it.

w^ul typewriter was afraid it wouldn't 
last. 


"I fear tho typewriter will have Its 


brief day as a fad and then be thrown 
aside." Christopher Slwles said more 
than once back In 1B73. 


TliN yoar marks the 100th anniversary 


of UiLt landmark Invention of Sholcs and 
Carlo* GUddon. two Milwaukee printers, 
ami It's probable that nearly half the 
people In the Industrialised world use 
typewriters at some time or another. 


AN A MANUFACTURING business, 


American typewriters haw had their ups 
and downs. In the 1930s there were 
around a dozen firms building type- 
writers In the United States. Today only 
International Business Machines Corp., 
Varltypcr and SCM Corp, still do. Re- 
mington, maker of the original Gllddcn- 
Sliolcs machine, and Litton Industries' 
Royal division, manufacture abroad. 


Other once-famous American makes 


have disappeared, and foreign mokes 
hnvo penetrated the American market 
strongly — all because most typewriter 
manufacture Li tabor Intensive and there- 
fore not suited to today's U.S. economy. 


THK FIILST PATENT for a typewriter 


un.1 granted by England's Queen Anne In 
1711 to Henry Mill, but there'* no record 
that Mill ever built a working model of 
his machine. In 1820, an American, Wil- 
liam Hurt, patented and built a type- 
writer but never got It manufactured. 
Gllddcn and Sliolcn succeeded in Inter- 
wtinH the Remington Co., which made 
sowing machine* and firearms In upstate 
Now York, In their patent and tho type- 
writer was on the way. 


Firms all over Europe and America 


won brought out typewriters. To avoid 
Infringing the Gliddcn-SholM patents, 
many of tho early machines used type 
cylinders containing tho whole alphabet 
Instead of geparate typcbars. One Ger- 
man machine, the Mlgnon, used a mov- 
able stylus to pick out tho letters Instead 
of a keyboard. 


Two of these machines with whole al- 


phabet type cylinders, the Dllck made at 
.Stamford, Conn., and the Hammond, 
forerunner of today's Varltypor. were 
small, sturdy, economical and efficient. 
The Hammond could change type fonts 
In a minute. 


Rut fast, high grade stenographic work 


depended on the separate typebar ma- 
chines derivative of the Gllddcn-Sholes 
patent*. Out of tlMM also grew the tele- 
typo and the whole family of keyboard 
bookkeeping machine*. 


EFFORTS TO MAKE an electric type- 


writer with even touch and Inking color 
began as early as 1913. Although the 
Woodstock electric made at Woodstock, 
ni.. was moderately successful In the 
1920s, electrics didn't penetrate the mar- 
ket strongly until IDM entered the busi- 
ness in the early 1930s. Electrics today 
are steadily pushing aside manual type- 
writers, even In portables for students. 


IftM and other companies now moke 


typewriters that space letters pro- 
portionately and will turn out straight, 


Justified margins like a printed column. 
Some expensive typewriters have their 
own computer memory units. Once copy 
has been punched into them, they will 
spew It out In corrected form at 150 
words a minute. 


Curiously, sophisticated modern type- 


writers like the IBM Selectric and a few 
others have deserted separate typebars 
and gone back to the principle of Inter- 
changeable complete alphabet typing 
unit. But they use a sphere instead of a 
cylinder to print the letters and numbers.

International trade, and the International 
Trade Club of Chicago strongly believes 
that the basic trust of U. S. trade policy • 
should be toward a more liberal, non- 
discriminatory, multilateral system of in- 
ternational trade. 


In a statement of policy recently 


adopted by the board of directors, the 
club said it supports the Administration's 
Trade Reform Act of 1973, with certain 
reservations. 


The club urged the granting of Most- 


Favored-Nation status to Eastern Bloc 
countries, Including the U.S.S.R., calling 
such an action "a positive and construc- 
tive step" toward expanding East-West 
trado "within the bounds of reasonable 
strategic considerations." 


The statement added, "Failure to take 


these and other important steps in foster- 
ing East-West trade can only result In 
business lost to competition when that 
business is so necessary for our balance 
of payments position and our basic eco- 
nomic structure." 


Other recommendations in the policy 


statement Include: 


• Rejection of protectionist measures, 


such as the Burkc-Hartke bill, which 
would place restraints on a continuing 
two-way flow of U. S. trade with the na- 
tions of tho world. Such measures would 
result in higher prices, reduction of se- 
lectivity in consumer buying, a reduction 
In U. S. exports and foreign retaliation, 
tho group said. 


• Efficient use be made of economic 


resources through cross-border in- 
vestments and multinational enterprise 
to promote growth of foreign direct in- 
vestment, and thereby encourage other 
U. S. companies to expand operations to 
overseas markets. Moderate controls on 
foreign direct Investments and tax policy 
on foreign source income. 


• The U. S. private sector should con- 


tinue to study and re-examine the com- 
mitment it must make to contributing to- 
ward more stable and growing econo- 
mies.

Put 
the mower on blocks so that it is not 
resting on tho wheels. Cover with heavy 
paper or tarpaulin. 


HANDY TOOLS - shovel, hoc, rake, 


spade, etc. — should be cleaned of ac- 
cumulated soil. Then use a wire brush 
followed by steel wool to remove all rust. 
Sharpen the cutting edges and wipe with 
an oily rag. 


Check the wooden handles for breaks 


and rough spots. Snnd off splinters. Re- 
plucc cracked handles. 


Keep wood handles In good condition 


by coating with linseed oil. Hang up tools 
to keep them out of the way and prevent 
damage. 


Pruning shears and grass shears will 


have stains that wash off with kerosene. 
Vac steel wool and emery cloth for rust 
spots. Sharpen cutting edges on a whet- 
stone. Tighten nuts and bolts. Replace 
those that are rusted. Coat with a light 
oil. 


DRAIN CiAKDEN hoses. Take apart 


the separate lengths and drain by 
stretching them out flat or placing them 
on a slope. Replace old washers with 
new. Coll each length of hose separately, 
making certain there are no kinks or 
twists. Hang the hose on a hose reel or 
coll it In a basket. 


N o z z l e s and automatic couplings 


should be removed and washed in deter- 
gent and water. When dry, wipe with an 
oily rag. Check sprinklers. Try out mov- 
ing parts. Replace parts that arc broken. 
Replace old washers. Clean and dry thor- 
oughly, then lubricate brushlngs and coat 
exposed metal with oil.

Clean out gutters and downspouts. If

It 
should be daubed on with a stick or 
heavy paint brush over any crack or gap 
that appears suspect. 


Clean out basement sump pit and 


drain. A sump pump should be checked 
every few months. If dirt Is allowed to 
accumulate In the pit, the drain will be- 
come clogged and the pump will fall to 
operate. "The water that backs up will 
damage whatever you may have in your 
basement — wood paneling, a television 
set, carpeting, whatever," Brown said. 


Clean out storm window weep holes. 


Weep holes are small drains at the bot- 
tom of o storm window which allow wa- 
ter, formed by condensation, to escape 
outside. If the holes are clogged, water 
will collect, drain through the framing 
and behind the wall. Once again, this 
moisture causes the drywall to rot from 
the Inside. If the clogged window Is up- 
stairs, the water can also destroy parts 
of the downstairs celling. "Then you are 
talking big money," Brown warns Kauf- 
man and Broad residents. 


SEAL STORM windows and doors. The 


appropriate caulking material is avail- 
able at any hardware store. Any loose 
caulk around the doors or windows 
should be removed with a screwdriver 
and replaced. The rubber sweep plate at 
the bottom of the storm door should be 
checked. If it is not touching the thresh- 
hold, the threshold should be raised, 
again with a screwdriver, and the result- 
ing space filled in with caulk. Brown ex- 
plained that it costs about $250 a year to 
heat a well-sealed Chicago home. "It con 
easily cost 25 per cent more to heat a 
home that Isn't as well prepared," ho 
said. 


Check exterior caulking and rccaulk as 


necessary. As with doors and windows, 
exterior joints — such as between the 
porch and the house where leaks can oc- 
cur — should be checked and scaled, 
Brown said.

Install new furnace filters and oil the 


motor. "Again, this is something that 
should be done every few months, yet, 
rarely is," Brown said. Filters can be 
bought at a hardware store and are lo- 
cated in the furnace at the point where 
fresh air is taken in. "If those filters are 
dirty, your fan will run continuously; 
' your heating bill will skyrocket; 
and 


eventually the motor and thermostat will 
burn out. If you don't want to do this 
chore, hire a furnace serviceman to do 


It. It is a worthwhile investment," 
Brown said. 


COVER THE air conditioner con- 


densers. A piece of tarp or even a plastic 
trash bag should be tied around the out- 
side of window air conditioners. This 
keeps trouble-causing dirt and water out 
of the Interior workings. 


Reseat the driveway. From five to ten 


gallons of asphalt sealer are needed for 
the average driveway. The material, 
available, again, at your local hardware 
store, is spread on with a long-handled 


brush. "The sealer will cost $20 or so, 
but if water is allowed to seep into an 
unsealed driveway, the damage caused 
by freezing will cost $200 or more to re- 
pair," Brown cautions Kaufman and 
Broad residents. 


"As with many things that are good for 


you, home maintenance Is not fun, but It 
is not the work that bothers most people, 
it it is the fear of the unknown," Brown 
observed. "As these suggestions demon- 
strate, the tasks involved just aren't all 
that mysterious.'.'

Construction activity In tho six-county 


metropolitan area of Chicago declined 35 
per cent lost month from figures report- 
ed for tho same months In 1972, accord- 
ing to the Bell Federal Savings Survey of 
Building. 


According to that Survey, the number 


of housing units (apartment and single 
family) for which permits were issued 
last month reached only 4,536 compared 
to the 0,030 reported In August, 1972. 


Single-family homes declined 26 per 


cent (from 2,638 to 1,059) and multiple 
permits decreased 40 per cent (from 
4,202 to 2,577). 


The combined totals of 'permits Issued 


for single-family and apartment units in 
the first eight months of 1973 were 7 per 
cent lower than figures reported for the 
some period last year, reaching only 
33,525 compared to 36,058 in 1972. 


The largest gap In the eight month 


analysis occurred in single-family units 
In tho city of Chicago which reached 
1,004 in 1972 whllo 573 were reported dur- 
ing tho first eight months of this year.

Extensive design changes In 
the Delta 88 and Delta 88 Royalc hardtop 
coupes and a long list of engineering ad-' 
vancomcnts also ore featured for 1074. 


The Cutlass Salon, Introduced In 1973 


as an option on the Cutlass Supreme se- 
dan, has becomo a full-fledged scries 
with the addition of a coupe for 1974. 
Based on Oldsmoblle's most popular 
body stylo, the Salon coupe Is equipped 
with nylon velour-covcrcd or perforated 
vinyl reclining front scats and a handling 
package built around 15-Inch CM specifi- 
cation steel-bolted radial-ply tires.

Most youngsters 
who attend are children of mothers who have returned 
to school for a college education. 


College nursery schools 


Where learning is a three-way street

Tykes arc fining to college these days, 


nml wlicn they <to, at least three people 
have a learning experience: the mother, 
who drops her child off on her way to 
class; his teacher, who is earning college 
credits In child en re while iltc works 
with him; ami the child himself, who 
benefits from an enriched prc-sdiool at- 
mosphere. 


That's the picture at Harper Commu- 


nity College In Palatine and Oakton Com- 
munity College In Morton Grove, both 
two-year Institutions offering associate In 
applied science degrees In child care. 


Students who successfully complete the 


child caro curriculum may embark on 
careers In prcschools, day care centers 


and Head Start operations. In public 
schools, thsy arc qualified to become 
paraprofcsslonal classroom aides In thu 
primary grades and In special education 
programs. 


APPROXIMATELY 52 different pre- 


schoolers, three to five years old, attend 
the lab schools at each of the colleges 
during a week's time. They may be en- 
rolled In one of four sessions, with 13 to 
15 youngsters In a session. These arc the 
children of both students and faculty 
members; at Oakton a portion are also 
the children of residents of Junior Col- 
lege District 535. A session Is two to 
three hours long. 


In the program at Harper, Jane 


Thomas, equipped with a master's de- 


gree in education, is head teacher in this 
mini-world where all the chairs, tables, 
shelves and equipment are scaled down 
to pint size. She has been with the pro- 
gram from its Inception three years ago. 
Evann Balmcs, with a bachelor's degree 
in education, takes over the afternoon 
sessions. 


Student interns, two at each session, 


work In the lab school throughout their 
fourth semester In Harper's child care 
curriculum. 


SAID JANE. "You might call this a 


traditional developmental school. We are 
aware of what's going on in preschools of 
every type and we take the best of 
each." 


Well equipped, the lab school offers

such tempting play-treats as a creative 
arts center where gloppy materials such 
as paints, clay, Play Dough and paste 
evolve into works of art at the squish of 
a small hand; a manipulative toy corner 
where children enjoy themselves, un- 
aware that they are improving their 
coordination; a math, science and lan- 
guage arts center where simple learning 
concepts are taught; a housekeeping cor- 
ner, doll corner, block corner; a record 
player, flannel board and more. 


"We buy toys not on the basis of what 


the toy does, but on what the child can 
do with the toy. We encourage the chil- 
dren to be as creative as possible," said 
Jane. 


OUTDOORS there is a fenced play- 


y a r d w i t h playground equipment. 
Throughout the semester the children 
are taken on college campus field trips 
— to Harper's TV studio, to Its furnace 
rooms and underground tunnel system; 
behind the scenes in the cafeteria and 
bakery; to the dental hygiene lab to 
watch students clean teeth; to the office 
to view the clickety world of keypunch, 
ditto and other machines — all wondrous 
adventures for Lilliputian learners. 


"The program Is varied enough to 


reach children of all types, from the gift- 
ed to the slow learner," stated Charles 
Joiy, coordinator of the child devel- 
opmental program at Harper. "At this 
age, children function better in a group 
of mixed abilities than in a'group segre- 
gated by learning ability." 


YOUNGSTERS are eased Into the pro- 


gram with 'an orientation day with their 
mothers present. It helps eliminate that 
initial separation anxiety. 


Student Interns are eased into the pro- 


gram by first simply observing. After a 
period they begin working with individ- 
ual children or with small groups. Next 
they are given more responsibilities, 
reading to groups, directing special proj- 
ects, meeting with the head teacher to 
plan programs by the day and by the 
week. 


"Our program is structured, but loose- 


ly," explained Jane. "If an activity is 
going especially well, we extend It. We 
allow much free time in which the chil- 
dren choose what they wish to do. It's an 
enrichment program. 


"Today we made butter by shaking up 


whipping cream in little gloss jars. We 
did it to 'shaking music,'" she added 
with a smile. 


AT OAKTON, Alna Sarapu, with a 


bachelor's degree in early childhood edu- 
cation from Northern Illinois University, 
reigns as head teacher, with two paid 
aides, both students in Oakton's child 
care program, assisting her alternately. 
Other child care students learn by watch- 
ing, later will submit one lesson plan a 
day, and finally will fulfill their student 
teaching requirements by serving as 
teachers during a specified period. 


The child care center blends many 


childhood development theories in its 
multi-sensory approach.' Loosely struc- 
tured, its activities include much free 
play, as well as storytime, singing, art, 
science, music, puzzles and clay and 
Play Dough modeling. 


Advancing from a babysitting .service 


which began last year to a licensed child 
care center this year, the facility is ham- 
pered somewhat by "growing pains." As 
yet there is no rug area. Space has been 
set aside for an outdoor playground, but 
fencing and equipment have yet to be 
installed. 


THAT THE child care centers at both 


Oakton and Harper fill a definite need is 
evidenced by capacity enrollments. Cost 
is nominal: $60 a semester for two half 
days a week or $90 a semester for three, 
at Harper; about $1.50 per half day ses- 
sion at Oakton. Both schools make ar- 


rangements for overtime care should it 
be necessary. 


"Child care centers are in great de- 


mand throughout the United States," 
said Clarence W. E. Luther, coordinator 
of the child care curriculum at Oakton. 


Said Jane Thomas, "It's not that there 


is a tremendous increase in the number 
of preschool children; it's just that 
people are becoming more aware of the 
importance of preschool education." 


It's even more Important when it also 


makes it possible for college students to 
learn child care and for Mom herself to 
get a belated college education. 


"AND 
WHAT DID you do in school 


today?" is a two-way question when 
mother-students pick up their chil- 
dren from Oakton College's child 
care center. Mrs. Kathy Mitchell and

"The Federal Government has abso- 


lutely no business tolling me what type 
of vehicle my 5-year-old son should 
ride," wrote an Irate citizen In response 
to a government study on the hazards of 
certain kinds of tricycles. 


And another citizen complained about 


"a protective bureaucracy that permits 
no bumps, no scratches." 


Consumers who eight years ago 


chortled with glee as Kalph Nader took 
on General Motors are now demanding 
tho right to live dangerously It they so 
choose. 


They resent tho buzzer tho government 


requires In now cars to remind possen- 


Does government 
have obligation 
for your safety? 


gem to fasten their seat belts. They are 
up In arms over proposed government 
restriction of smoking In airplanes, not 
to mention tho caution label required on 
the cltfnrcta. 


And they want to bo able to buy unsafe 


tricycles for their children. 


IT'S A TIIOHNY philosophical qucs- 


tlon. Does tho government have the right 
— or obligation even — to protect Its cltl- 
zeru, or do citizens have tho right to take 
their own risks? 


If one subscribes to tho classical con- 


cepts of freedom and democracy as es- 
poused by John Milton and John Locko 
nml which were tho bases for the U.S. 
Constitution, then tho question becomes a 
little easier to answer. 


Freedom, according to Milton, Is a 


right only so far as It docs not Infringe 
upon tho freedom and righto of others. 
Democratic government, according to 
Locke, Is o social contract In which tho 
people assign tho handling of their of- 
falrs and their overall well-being to their 
chosen leaders. 


So then, on that basis, a citizen should 


be free not to wear seat belts If he 
chooses, because this concerns only his 
own safety. But a citizen's elected lead- 
ers have the obligation to protect in- 
nocent bystanders from the citizen's un- 
safe auto by requiring that it be manu- 
factured according to certain standards. 


LIKEWISE, If clgarets have been 


shown to be detrimental 
to human 


health, each individual has the right to 
decide whether he will take that risk and 
smoke or not, but it is within the respon- 
sibility of the government to protect non- 
smokers from that risk by prohibiting 
smoking in certain places (like air- 
planes). 
. 


Moreover, there Is no logical reason 


for smokers to challenge the warning la- 
bel required on cigaret packages, any 
more than for the letter writer above to 
challenge tho study of tricycles. Because 
any effort at expanding the knowledge of 
consumers about products actually in- 
creases their freedom by giving them a 
sounder empirical basis on which to 
make a choice. 


Now, if tho government goes beyond 


the point of supplying information and 
acts to restrict the consumer's choice for 
him, and if the hazard involved is one 
affecting only the user of a product, then 
there might bo a valid question of 
propriety. 


BUT WHAT IF the user is a child (as 


In the case of the tricycles), or an ill 
person (as with medicines or hospital 
equipment), or Is a person who through 
lack of education, time or interest is not 
informed about tho potential hazards of 
the product he is using? Does the govern- 
ment owe these people some protection? 


The question is arguable, to put it 


mildly. But It is a fact that the U.S. Con- 
stitution charges the government of tho 
nation to "promote the general welfare." 
And Thomas Jefferson insisted in tho 
Declaration of Independence that Ameri- 
cans hnvo an inalienable right to life, 
which would seem to contradict the 
"right" to accidental death due to a 
harmful, unregulated product. 


Ono last parting thought: In these days 


of Watergate, it is easy to forget that 
"Tho Government" is not "Them," it is 
"Us."

Why don't more people attend agricul- 


tural field days sponsored by their stat« 
university? These are open to oil and a 
bonanza to gardening buffs groping for 
answers to pressing problems, because 
the full staff of pathologist*, entomolog- 
ists, horotlculturallsU and the rest of the 
brass is on hand. 


Perhaps people think the talk will be 


too academic, but such Is not usually the 
case. Recently, when the experimental 
station of the University of Wisconsin 
opened Its facilities to the public in Ash- 
land, a fair to middling crowd turned 
out. 


People brought their dead and dying 


plants to the plant clinic. 1 was relieved 
to see that even the experts disagree on 
what is ailing a plant. I've often believed 
that If you asked three different "author- 
ities," you would come up with three dif- 
ferent answers. 


I SHY away from diagnosing sick 


plants for readers, since I believe that is 
a Job for plant pathologlsts, not garden 
writers. Yet, the majority of people seem 
to think a garden writer should be able 
to diagnose anything, or the writer Is 1m- 
competent. I look at It this way: Would 
you have surgery done by a writer for a 
medical Journal? Of course not. So you 
shouldn't expect a writer of garden arti- 
cles to cure your plant's Ills either. 


The men at the experimental station 


wore enthusiastic about the use of clear 
plastic as a mulch at the base of plants 
to Increase yields and extend the grow- 
ing season. Clear plastic can make corn 
produce a week earlier or boar as If they 
were planted 100 miles further south. 


The men at the experimental station 


told mo clay soil Is a wot soil and a wet 
soil Is a cold soil. Using clear plastic ns 
mulch boosts soil temperature 20 to 30 
degrees, as Indicated by the soil ther- 
mometers they had stuck In the ground. 
It Is sort of like the warmth through a 
picture window.

THE USE OF black plastic or reflec- 


tive aluminum was found to be not hot 
enough. 


The men used plastic (four-millimeters 


thickness) in long, narrow strips for pep- 
peri and tomatoes and larger sheets for 
cucumbers and squash with silts slashed 
in so the plants can stick out. On a three- 
year average, they got ono and a half 
times more fruit on tomatoes and cucum- 
bers with plastic mulch. 


Garlt Tcnpos, supervisor of the station, 


told visitors, "What you're seeing here is 
the effect of too much water." He was 
showing them stunted plants. He said 
they shouldn't hove watered through the 
plastic, because plastic holds the water 
In the soil. 


Said Tenpas, "Wo learned some things 


this year that are real, real basic. We 
should have crowned (hilled up) the cu- 
cumbers. We got burned this year. You 
can't violate Mother Nature." 


When I asked him if It was embarrass- 


ing to have visitors come out and see 
results that wore, less than 100 per cent 
successful, ho sold, "Yes, it Is embar- 
rassing, but we learn a lot more from a 
bad year. Our pluses outweigh the 
failures. Wo hope people remember that 
this is an experiment. Actually, our In- 
sect and disease experts are delighted!"

Spouse's earnings apply 
for home loan eligibility 


Q — As an eligible veteran, I'd like to 


get a GI borne loan, but my salary ii not 
large enough for the home we need. Will 
the Veterans Administration include my 
wife's earnings In addition to mine In 
considering our eligibility for a loan? 


A — Yes. Since July 18, VA has been 


giving full consideration to Income of the 
veteran's spouse In processing GI home 
loans. 


Q — My daughter attends college un- 


der the Veterans Administration depend- 
ents' educational assistance program. If 
ihe marriej, will VA continue to provide 
this benefit? 


A — Yes, VA will continue to pay this 


assistance. However, the agency is not 
permitted to pay additional allowances 
for your daughter's dependents. 


Q — As a widow of a veteran who died 


of a service- connected disability, am I 
entitled to commissary privileges? 


A — Yes, provided your husband was 


retired, or was rated as having a 100 per 
cent service connected disability at the 
time of his death. Application forms may 
be obtained from any Veterans Adminis- 
tration regional office or the appropriate 
military base. 


Q — My husband was killed during 


military service In Vietnam. Will the 
Veterans Administration pay me educa- 
tion assistance to attend a university In 
Paris? 


A - Yes. Public Law 92-540 (Oct. '721 


allows wives, widows and children of 
veterans whose deaths or permanent to- 
tal disabilities were service connected to 
study at approved foreign institutions of 
higher learning. 


Q _ World War n veterans who never 


used their GI home loan benefits are still 
eligible. How about school benefits? 


A — The Veterans Administration can 


provide education benefits only for eli- 
gible veterans discharged after Jan. 31, 
1955. These education benefits expire 
eight years after date of discharge or 
May 31,1974, whichever is later. 


Q — I am taking on job training and I 


have five children. I am getting an al- 
lowance for my wife and one child but 
nothing for the other four children. Can 
you explain why? 


A — Before a change in the law on 


Oct. 24,1972, the allowance could only be 
approved for two dependents. However, 
under the new law, $8 monthly can be 
approved for dependents in excess of 
two. Suggest you apply for the additional 
allowances. 


Q — I've been honorably dlschnrged 


from the Army for three months. Now, 
I'm ready to go to work, but I can't find 
a decent job. Can you advise me? 


A — The Veterans Administration op- 


erates 72 Veterans Assistance Centers 
(USVAC) in major cities of the country. 
Visit or call one of these centers which 
provide job-finding assistance. Also, reg- 
ister with your State Division of Employ- 
ment Security because VA works closely 
with t h e m , as do most busi- 
ness/industrial firms. 


Q — Is it true that my G.I. insurance 


dividend on my War War II term policy 
is taxable? 


A — No. Accrued interest on insurance 


dividends left with VA is taxable, but not 
the dividends.

The new reader service, 
Paramount Averages, will consist of four 
parts or tables each containing 10 coins 
with a total market value of $1,000.

$325,000; a collection tracing 1,000 years of Polish history, and 
the U.S. Treasury Department's billion-dollar exhibit will be 
featured at Uie Professional Numismatists Guild 10th annual 
Coin Show at the Sheraton-Oak Brook Hotel in Oak Brook, 
Oct. 19-20-21. 


Professional coin dealers from the U.S. and England will 


display and sell their wares. Admission is free and show 
hours are Friday, Oct. 19, 10 a.m. to 5 p.m.; Saturday, Oct. 
20, 10 a.m. to 9 p.m., and Sunday, Oct 21, 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Appraisal and authentication of coins will be provided free of 
charge by PNG members during the show. 


The $325,000 rare coin display contains the 1913 "Liberty" 


nickel which brought the largest price ever paid for a single 
coin ... $100,000. World-Wide Coin Investments Ltd. of At- 
lanta will have its famous nickel here for the show along with 
an 1804 silver dollar and an 1894 S proof dime. World-Wide 
purchased the three rarities last year for $230,000, and just 
recently turned down an offer to sell the three coins for 
$325,000. 


THE THREE coins arc the rarest, most famous and sought- 


after coins in existence, and arc considered by numismatists 
as the Michelangelos or Rembrandts.of coins. There will be 
several guards on 24-hour duty with the coins clurlrg their 


visit to Chicago. 


The nickel is one of those rare "mistake" coins. When the 


U.S. switched to the Indian Head nickel in 1913, somebody in 
the design department of the mint did not get the word. While 
72 million Buffalo-head nickels were minted that year, only 
five were Liberty heads. In 1967 a Liberty Head was sold for 
$46,000; in 1972 a Liberty Head brought $100,000. 


The Polish American Numismatic Association of Chicago 


will have on display at the show its famous collection of 335 
Polish coins tracing 1,000 years of Polish history. The collec- 
tion Is believed to be the largest of its kind outside Poland. 


The U.S. Treasury Department will send to the PNG show 


its "billion-dollar display" as well as a printing press demon- 
stration. The display which largely contains non-negotiable, 
canceled and out-of-date currency, features a $500,000 note as 
well as other sizable denominations of notes and certificates 
printed In.the past.

Although Stan plans the menu and pro- 


parci tho appetizers, entree, and side 
dishes, dinner parties arc a joint ven- 
ture a» Ethel does all the baking and 
prepares deiscrt. 


Stan developed an Interest In cooking 


while a bachelor, then began preparing 
Sunday dinners after he was married. 


STAN, WHO HAS become o showman 


with fowls, seldom cooks tho same dish 
tulcc, maintaining that his greatest sat- 
isfaction comes from experimenting and 
being creative. 


A menu which ho served recently and 


highly recommends begins with a cog- 
nac-flavored liver pate served with 
cheese and Norwegian flat bread. "It's 
preferable to serve a white wine, such as 
LlcbfrnumUch, with this rather than li- 
quor," Stan advised. 


As first course, he suggests carrot 


vlchynolsc or cream of leek soup 
dressed up with clams, chopped parsley, 
chives ami dill. Warm, freshly-baked 
b r e a d makes on excellent accom- 
paniment. 


nibb lettuce attractively arranged on 


salad plates and topped with hearts of 
palm, artichoke hearts and white aspa- 
ragus Is Stan's salad choice. For color, 


strips of roasted sweet red peppers can 


be placed on top of the salad which can 
be served with any type of dressing. 


"I prefer Hidden Valley Ranch salad 


dressing mix made with mayonnaise and 
buttermilk," said Stan. 


The entree Is as Impressive as Its 


name — Eminence of Veal with White 
Wine and Mushrooms. "For the fun of 
comparison, serve a different white wine 
than the one served with tho appetizer," 
Stan suggested. "Some guests may pre- 
fer a rose." 


The wines need not be expensive or Im- 


ported varieties, according to Stan. "Our 
domestic wines are great and add ele- 
gance to any meal. It's fun to ex- 
periment so don't always serve the same 
wines." 


Pleasing the guests Is very important 


In Stan's estimation. "To really please 
your guests, serve a sparkling wine with 
dessert." 


As with the other recipes, Cheese Po- 


tatoes can be prepared In advance. This 
dish consists of mashed potatoes with 
seasonings and cheese added. 


Stan recommends a plain vegetable — 


bcnns, broccoli or cauliflower — served 
with seasoned, buttered bread crumbs. 
No sauce Is needed, but the sauce from 
the veal may be used. 


"THIS MEAL for six or eight may 


sound expensive, but It will not cost as 
much as dinner for two at a French cafe 
or steak house," Stan remarked. "Don't 
be extravagant in the quantities you buy, 
and If your guests don't eat it all, it 
makes for a nice repast the next day." 


For dessert, Ethel suggests a rich 


strawberry cake made by combining an- 
gel food cake pieces with strawberry 
cream in a ring mold.

quite modcrnlcly priced at most produce 
counters. 


If your* Is primarily n peas and corn 


family, why not introduce them to one or 
both of these nutritious vegetables? Cau- 
liflower Is available now for nbout -ID 
cents n head. Thii vegetable, which may 
be served cither raw or cooked, Is an 
excellent source of vitamin C and Is a 
good source of Iron when eaten raw. 


Broccoli Is an excellent source of both 


vitamin A ami C. It also contains sub- 
stantial quantities of rlhoflavin (vitamin 
B-2). 


The wont offense committed against 


any kind of fresh vegetables Is over- 
cooking. Itctnlnlng tho tender-crisp tex- 
ture of vegetables after cooking olio re- 
talni tho precious minerals and vita- 
mln.i. Cook them until just barely Under, 
season and servo Immediately. 


VITAMIN C and rlboflnvln are wnlcr- 


sollublc, 50 use m little water as possible 
to retain flavor and these valuable nutri- 
ents. Drain the vegetables thoroughly be- 
fore serving but remember to save the 
water. It's great for soups, sauces or 
grnvlot. 


Nutrients can nlio bo preserved if the 


vegetables arc pared or cut just before 
conking. Use n sharp knife. There will bo 
fewer bruises and you'll save on nutri- 
ents. 


Never, under any circumstances, uso 


baking soda in cooking vegetables to 
maintain color. It makes them mitihy 
and flavorless ami destroys nutrient vnl- 
uei. However, the addition of vinegar or 
lemon juice to the cooking water will 
stabilize color. Greens, cauliflower, cab- 
bage, onion, turnips and beets will need 
about one teaspoon for each two cups of 
water. Another method of preserving col- 
or without losing nutrient* Is to cook 
vegetables In milk. This tenderizes them 
more rapidly too, although sometimes, 
due lo add In the vegetable, the milk 
may curdle harmlessly. 


STItoSGI.Y flavored vegetables such 


ai cabbage, broccoli, cauliflower, brus- 


scls sprouts and turnips should be cooked 
uncovered and not over-cooked. Add ad- 
ditional water as needed to prevent burn- 
ing. 


Steaming vegetables is better for 


white, yellow and red vegetables than for 
green ones. Place vegetables on a rack 
over boiling water and cook with a tight 
cover. Be sure the water Is boiling before 
adding the container with the vegetables. 
Cover at once and cook three to five min- 
utes longer than when vegetables are 
processed in boiling water. 


Most vegetables arc good when served 


with just butter or margarine but the 
sauces most frequently used include hoi- 
lumlnlse, mornay, a lemony egg sauce, 
cheese sauce and vinaigrette. The most 
Important thing to remember is that any 
seasoning, not excluding salt and pepper, 
should be complementary, not over- 
whelming.

Pork chops 
dropped five cents per pound and the cost of a pound of bacon decreased 
six cents. Whole broiler fryer chickens arc running about four cents more 
per pound. 


The cost of American processed cheese Is continuing upward. Compared 


with Sept. 24, the price had Increased about seven cents per 12 ounces. 
Shoppers are also paying more for milk than a week ago. 


Prices for fruits and vegetables have remained somewhat stable with 


only slight Increases noted.

FOR THE HAM and apple pie, you'll 


need two pastry crusts for an 8-inch 
square cake tin. Line the tin with the 
first pie crust. Peel and slice 8 tart ap- 
ples and finely dice % cup (or more) of 
lean baked ham. 


Make layers of the apple and ham. Mix 


% cup molasses, % cup sugar, 12 crack- 
ers rolled fine, % teaspoon cinnamon, % 
teaspoon allspice, Vi teaspoon ground 
cloves. Put this mixture over the ham 
and apples. Cover with a top crust and 
crimp edges. 


Bake the pie in a 400 degree oven for 1 


hour, then cover with foil and bake an- 
other hour. The sausage and apple pie is 
made in the same manner, although you 
should put the sausage into boiling water 
for a few minutes, then drain thoroughly 
before using it in the pie.

Or, add 
one to two tablespoons of cream of tartar 
.to every quart of water the pot holds and 
boll.

"GEOFFREY HOLDER'S Caribbean 


Cookbook" (Viking) is as captivating as 
Is Its multltalented author but more ad- 
mirable for his writing and illustrations 
than as a practical kitchen guide. Many 
of his 77 recipes, especially for salt cod, 
chicken or fresh fish, are economical, 
but there is no glossary and no source 
list for unfamiliar and not readily obtain- 
able ingredients. Holder is best known 
here as a singer, dancer and actor. 


In "An Invitation to Indian Cooking" 


by Madhur Jeffrey (Knopf), recipes ap- 
pear more complicated than they actual- 
ly are because the ingredient lists ore 
long. The author uses individual spices 
instead of commercial curry powder. 


An initial investment in seasonings is 


required but the basic Ingredients of 
many dishes are lower-priced items such 
as ground beef, lamb shoulders and 
shanks, stewing beef and chicken. Al- 
most all the spices and herbs are sold in 
supermarkets. 


Dutch cooking will find familiar fare in 


"Food That Really Schmecks" by Edna 
Staebler (McGraw-Hill Ryerson). The 
author, a Canadian, grew up In a Men- 
nonlte community where plain cooking is 
the rule: simple chicken and meat dishes 


with potatoes and fresh vegetables and 
delectable sweets and sours-preserves 
and pickles. 


FOR ADMIRERS OF Chinese cuisine, 


there are three new publications, each 
quite different from the other. 


"Eight Previous Chinese Recipes" by 


May Wong Trent (Macmillan) Is almost 
as good as a live cooking demonstration 
for leaching the techniques. Line draw- 
ings accompany each recipe and most 
are simple to prepare, although some 
special ingredients will have to be or-, 
dered by anyone not living near a Chi- 
nese community. The book contains ten 
chicken recipes and several with ground 
beef. 


Many recipes in "The Step-by-Step Chi- 


nese Cookbook" by Georges Spunt (Crc- 
well) cover two to three pages of fine 
print. Others are followed by several 
pages of variations that are hard to un- 
derstand. The most useful feature of this 
big book Is a 6-page buying guide that 
tells how many servings or cup measure- 
ments are obtained from a pound of vari- 
ous ingredients. 


"Peking Cooking" by Kenneth H. C. Lo 


(Pantheon) is fun to read but I wouldn't 
try to cook from it. Terminology and 
measurements are retained from the 
original British publication and there's 
no list of mail order sources for special 
ingredients. The complexity of true Chi- 
nese cooking can best be realized from 
Lo's list of 15 different cooking methods 
— including scorched-frying. In most oth- 
er parts of the world, scorched food is an 
embarrassing mistake!

A day for history: Agnew resigns 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Splro T. Ag- 


now resigned us vice president of the 
United Stntc.1 "In the beat interests of the 
nntlon" Wednesday, and pleaded no con- 
test In federal court in Baltimore to a 
single count of income tax evasion In 
IM7. 


Agncw was the second vice president 


in history to resign and the first to do so 
under duress. 


Shortly after his action, Agncw an- 


nounced he would make an address to 
the nation within "n few days." 


President Nixon, expressing "a great 


sense of personal loss," said he would 
begin prompt consultations with national 
leaders of both political parties on nomi- 
nating a now vice president. 


U.S. District Judge Walter E. Hoff- 


man, accepting tho result of two days of 
secret plea bargaining between Agncw 
and Attorney General Elliot L. Richard- 
son, fined Agnow $10,000 and placed him 
on three years' probation. 


At Richardson's urging, Hoffman said 


he was forsaking his usual practice of 
sentencing lawyers, tax accountants or 
buslncsi executives to prison terms of 
two to five months in Income tax cases. 


Richardson announced he would hold a 


news conference to discuss the case at 10 
a.m. today, and it will be televised na- 
tionally. 


Richardson appealed to Hoffman to 


keep Agncw out of prison "out of com- 
passion for the man, out of respect for 
the office he has held and out of appre- 
ciation of the fact that by his resignation 
he has spared the nation the prolonged 
agony that would have attended upon his 
trial." 


The two-month ordeal that began for 


Agncw when he learned In early August 
he was under federal investigation for 
possible violation of tax, bribery, ex- 
tortion and conspiracy laws ended at 2:05 
p.m. EOT'when he entered courtroom 
No. 3 on the fifth floor of the federal 
courthouse In downtown Baltimore with 
a Secret Service agent on each arm. 


He and Richardson told Hoffman of the 


plea agreement under which Agnew 
would resign and plead nolo contendere 
(no contest) to a lesser charge. 


Richardson said evidence obtained 


from several farmer Agnew associates in 
Maryland "established a pattern of sub- 
stantial cash payments" to Agnow while 


he was governor of Maryland — pay- 
ments which he said Agncw received as 
late as December, 1972, while he was 
vice president. 


The attorney general said the govern- 


ment was ready to press forward with 
the return of a grand jury indictment 
charging bribery against Agnew, but "to 
have done so ... would have been likely 
to inflict upon the nation serious and per- 
manent scars." 


At the exact moment the hearing be- 


gan In Baltimore, Agnew's resignation 
became effective legally when a 14-word 
letter of resignation was delivered to 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 


One minute later, a copy of that letter, 


along with a three-paragraph covering 
letter, was given to Alexander M. Haig, 
the White House chief of staff, and for- 
warded immediately to the President. 


In his letter of reply, the President 


praised Agnew's "candor and courage .. 
. your strong patriotism and your 
profound dedication to the welfare of the 
nation." 


The White House said Agncw told Nix- 


on of his decision during a 40-mlnutc 
meeting starting at 6 p.m. Tuesday night 
in the President's Oval Office. 


During the 35-minutc court hearing hi 


Baltimore, which Hoffman called "this 
tragic event in history," the judge said 
the Justice Department would halt its 
cose against Agnew under the negotiated 
plea agreement. 


But Hoffman told Agnew this did not 


mean his name would not be mentioned 
in other judicial proceedings. 


The specific charge to which Agnew, in 


effect, pleaded guilty, was evasion of fed- 
eral income taxes totaling $13,551 in 1967. 


U.S. Attorney George Beall, who has 


been heading the Agnew investigation as 
part of a 10-month grand jury inquiry 
into alleged political graft in Maryland, 
said Agnew — then governor of the state 
— and his wife claimed taxable income 
that year of $26,099, with $6,416 in total 
tax due. 


Actually, said Beall, their taxable in- 


come totaled $55,599, on which tax due 
was $19,967. 


The first inkling that something mo- 


mentous was about to break came when 
Agnew stood before Hoffman and agreed 
to sign a waiver of indictment. Then 
Richardson informed the court Agnew 
had agreed to enter a plea to a criminal 
information. 


Nixon weighing 
successors as 
Congress waits

Nixon Wednesday began Immediate 
consultations with congressional lead- 
ers over a successor to Vice Presi- 
dent Spiro T. Agncw. 


Presidential Press Secretary Ron- 


ald L. Zlcglcr said Nixon — within 
two hours of Agnew's resignation — 
met with his party's loaders in tho 
House and Senate, Sens. Hugh Scott 
of Pennsylvania and Robert Griffin t 
of Michigan, and Reps. Gerald Ford 
of Michigan and Leslie Arcnds of Illi- 
nois, 
k 


He later met with Senate Demo- ^L 


cratic Icadcr.Scn. Mike Mansfield of ^ 
Montana and House Speaker Carl Al- 
bert of Oklahoma. Until a now vice 
president Is sworn, Albert Is the sec- 
ond In lino to tho presidency should 
anything happen to Nixon. 


Zlcglcr said Nixon would confer 


with leaders "both within and outside 
the administration." 


Among those mentioned as possi- 


bilities to fill the post were Gov. Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller of New York; for- 
mer Treasury Secretary and Texas 
Gov. John D. Connally, a Democrat- 
turned-Republican; Attorney General 
Elliot L. Richardson; Sen. Barry M. 
Goldwatcr, R-Arlz., tho 1964 GOP 
presidential nominee; and California 
Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


Scott said Nixon had asked for rec- 


ommendations from 
congressional 


Republicans, GOP governors and 
members of tho Republican National 
Committee. 


"I don't think there will be any un- 


due delay," Scott replied when asked 
when Nixon might announce a deci- 
sion. 


However, Scott told Republican 


senators at a separate meeting they 
should glvo him their recommenda- 
tions by 4 p.m. EOT Thursday. 


He added that Republican National 


Chairman George Bush had asked 
members of tho Republican Notional 
Committee to submit any recommen- 
dations by 6 p.m. Thursday. 


Ford sold House Republicans 


would meet at 0:30 a.m. Thursday to 
draw up their preferences so they 
could be transmitted to tho White 
House by 0 p.m. that day.

Percy, R-I11., a possible 1978 Republican 
presidential contender, said he was 
"shocked and surprised" at the Agnew 
resignation, Percy said nothing about 
speculation that he may replace Agnew. 


Crane, in a statement, said Reagan is 


a good candidate for the vice presidency 
because of his "demonstrated, proven 
record of performance in California." 
Crane particularly praised Reagan for 
innovations In welfare reform in his state 
and for his "ability to hold the line on 
taxes."

ship in selection of a new vice president. 


"I think the President ought to move 


quickly to appoint a man to the ofifcc of 
sufficient stature to restore confidence In 
the office and in the Republican Party," 
he said. 


He also said that despite earlier Demo- 


cratic threats not to confirm a vice presi- 
dent who would be a candiate for presi- 
dent in 1976, "I hope and think that on 
reflection they will support the person 
who would make the best president in 
the event something happened to Presi- 
dent Nixon."

It's time to look /or fire hazards 


by TOM VON MALDER 


"When fire does-strike - It hurts." 
That reminder was issued this Fire 


Prevention Week by William A. Dettmer, 
assistant Buffalo Grove fire chief. Det- 
tmer stressed that residents con pretty 
much determine by themselves whether 
or not they will live in a fire-threatened 
environment. 


"Residential fires result in about hulf 


the nation's fire deaths," he said. 
"Records show unconnected 
heating 


equipment, careless disposal of smoking 
materials and defective, misused elec- 
trical equipment arc just a few that can 
be listed as the major cause of these 
residential fires." 


DETTMER SUGGESTED that resi- 


dents take time during Fire Prevention 
Week to inspect their houses or apart- 
ments for fire hazards. His first recom- 
mendation was that attics and closets be 
checked to see that old papers, boxes 
and clothes arc removed. "Ordinary good 
houskeeplng is the first line of defense 
against fire," he said. 


All electrical cords should be checked 


too, he said. Any with breaks should be 
replaced rather than patched, he added. 
Other hints were not to run cords under 
rugs or to overload extension cords. 
"Dimming lights and blowing fuses 
mean overloaded and possibly faulty cir- 
cuits," he said. 


Dettmer stressed that smoking in bed, 


especially when drowsy, could be dis- 
astrous. Before going to bed, couches 
and chairs should be checked for smol- 
dering cigarette butts, he said, and ash- 
trays should not be dumped into waste- 
paper baskets. 


Again, in the kitchen area, Dettmer 


said electrical outlets should not be over- 
crowded. All grease spills should be 
cleaned Immediately and curtains and 
towels should be kept away from the 
stove. "If an oven fire should occur, keep 
oven door shut and call the fire depart- 
ment immediately," he said. 


AS FOR THE heating unit, it should be 


inspected and cleaned-regularly. If there 
is a chimney, it should be solid with no 
cracks and loose bricks. If the walls near 
the furnace and flue are hot, more in- 
sulation may be needed. All trash and 


storage should be kept from the heating 
system. 


Oily rags, leftover paints should be 


thrown out and not kept in the workshop 
area. "Solvents, thinncrs and oil-based 
paints should be tightly capped," he said. 
"Never keep gasoline in the house." 


Dettmer gave specific instructions if a 


fire ever occurs, "If a fire does occur in 
your home, remember to keep your head 
and work fast. Get out of the bouse and 
call the fire department (at 537-5533) im- 
mediately. Do not try and put the fire out 
yourself. You lose precious time."

WASHINGTON (UPt) - Splro T. Ag- 


now resigned ns vice president of (he 
United Stales "In the best Interests of the 
nation" Wednesday, and pleaded no con- 
test In federal court In Baltimore to a 
single count of Income tax evasion In 
1987. 


Agnew was the second vice president 


in history to resign and the first to do so 
under duress. 


Shortly after his action, Agncw an- 


nounced he would make an address to 
the nation within "a few days." 


President Nixon, expressing "n great 


sense of personal loss." said ho would 
begin prompt consultations with national 
leaders of both political parties on nomi- 
nating a new vice president. 


U.S. District Judge Walter E. Hoff- 


man, accepting the result of two days of 
secret plea bargaining between Agncw 
and Attorney General Elliot L. Richard- 
son, fined Agncw $10,000 and placed him 
on three years' probation. 


At Rlchard.ion'3 urging, Hoffman said 


ho was forsaking his usual practice of 
sentencing lawyers, tax accountants or 
business executives to prison terms of 
two to five months In Income tax cases. 


Richardson announced he would hold a 


news conference to discuss the case at 10 
a.m. today, and it will be televised na- 
tionally. 


Richardson appealed to Hoffman to 


keep Agncw out of prison "out of com- 
passion for the man, out of respect for 
the office he has held and out of appre- 
ciation of the fact that by his resignation 
he has spared the nation the prolonged 
agony that would have attended upon his 
trial." 


The two-month ordeal that began for 


Agncw when he learned in early August 
he was under federal Investigation for 
possible violation of tax, bribery, ex- 
tortion and conspiracy laws ended at 2:03 
p.m. EOT when he entered courtroom 
No. 3 on the fifth floor of the federal 
courthouse in downtown Baltimore with 
a Secret Service agent on each arm. 


He and Richardson told Hoffman of the 


plea agreement under which Agncw 
would resign and plead nolo contcndcrc 
(no contest) to a lesser charge. 


Richardson said evidence obtained 


from several former Agncw associates in 
Maryland "established a pattern of sub- 
stantial cash payments" to Agnew whllo 


he was governor of Maryland — pay- 
ments which he said Agncw received as 
late as December, 1972, while he was 
vice president. 


The attorney general said tfie govern- 


ment was ready to press forward with 
the return of a grand jury indictment 
charging bribery against Agnew, but "to 
have done so ... would have been likely 
to inflict upon the nation serious and per- 
manent scars." 


At the exact moment the hearing be- 


gan in Baltimore, Agnew's resignation 
became effective legally when a 14-word 
letter of resignation was delivered to 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 


One minute later, a copy of that letter, 


along with a three-paragraph covering 
letter, was given to Alexander M. Halg, 
the'White House chief of staff, and for- 
warded Immediately to the President. 


In his letter of reply, the President 


praised Agnew's "candor and courage .. 
. your strong patriotism and your 
profound dedication to the welfare of the 
nation." 


The White House said Agnew told Nix- 


on of his decision during a 40-minute 
meeting starting at 6 p.m. Tuesday night 
In the President's Oval Office. 


During the 35-mInute court hearing In 


Baltimore, which Hoffman called "this 
tragic event in history," the judge said 
the Justice Department would halt its 
case against Agnew under the negotiated 
plea agreement. 


But Hoffman told Agnew this did not 


mean his name would not be mentioned 
in other judicial proceedings. 


The specific charge to which Agnew, in 


effect, pleaded guilty, was evasion of fed- 
eral Income taxes totaling $13,551 in 1967. 


U.S. Attorney George Beall, who has 


been heading the Agnew investigation as 
part of a 10-month grand jury inquiry 
Into alleged political graft in Maryland, 
said Agnew — then governor of the state 
— and his wife claimed taxable income 
that year of $26,099, with $6,416 in total 
tax due. 


Actually, said Beall, their taxable in- 


come totaled $55,599, on which tax due 
was $19,967. 


The first inkling that somethiag mo- 


mentous was about to break came when 
Agncw stood before Hoffman and agreed 
to sign a waiver of indictment. Then 
Richardson informed the court Agncw 
had agreed to enter a plea to a criminal 
information.

least IS trainees to have at least one 
paramedic on the three fire department 
ambulance crews on a 24-hour basis, Co- 
rey said. 


The fire department currently has 24 


Emergency Medical Technicians (EMT). 


Firemen are required to take 100 hours 


of Emergency Medical Technician 
(EMT) 
training before being eligible to 


begin the additional 81 hours of para- 
medic Instruction. 


FIRE CHIEF Frank Haag said pros- 


pective paramedics would re-take the 
EMT training. "Our EMTS only passed a 
registry exam and it will be better for 
them to take the training again." 


Corey, who has been conducting a fire 


department study of the program said 
the EMT course costs $50 per man while 


the cost of paramedic instruction Is $100 
per man. 


Corey also said the fire department 


will ask for a new van type ambulance, 
required for use by paramedics in next 
year's budget. 


In addition, the communication and 


life-saving equipment used by the para- 
medic would also have to be purchased, 
he said. The ambulance and equipment 
would cost about $30,000. 


Corey said the estimate was only a 


"ball park figure at this time."

Another 800 of the con- 
gregation's young peoplu are now going 
door-to-door asking for donations to Ma- 
gcn David Adorn — I ho official Red 
Cross of Israel. 


"Jewish people have always been 


known as being compassionate and chari- 
table," tho rabbi said. "They are giving 
their blood In Israel, tho least we can do 
Is give our checks." 


Karzcn said a letter was sent out to 


congregation members yesterday, almud 
at those who couldn't attend Tuesday's 
meeting, asking for donations. 


"Those who want to bring donations to 


services Friday and Saturday may do 
so," Karzcn said. "These two days are 
our holidays and collecting money Is nor- 
mally forbidden. But tho Jewish law Is 
very clear — when It comes to saving 


lives any holiday or tradition will be bro- 
ken." 


SYNAGOGUES throughout the nation 


have stepped up fund-raising efforts In 
recent days. Other Northwest suburban 
Jews attended rallies Tuesday night to 
raise needed funds. 


About 200 people sang Hebrew songs 


and prayed for tho survival of Israel at 
Howard Johnson's Motor Lodge In Pala- 
tine. Contributions totaling $13,00(1 were 
collected. At Beth Tlkvah Congregation 
In Hoffman Estates, about 250 persons 
donated about $30,000 Tuesday night. 


Rabbi Mordccal Rosen of Congregation 


Beth Judca, Buffalo Grove, who spoke at 
the rally, said the demonstration In sup- 
port of Israel meant more than just pro- 
viding money for medical and social ser- 
vices.

Preparing city budget 'all 
in day's ivork' for Blietz

Tho average person might look at 


tho wholo process as a dizzying com- 
pilation of figures running Into tho 
millions with on analysis for each. 


But to City Comptroller Duane 


Bllctz, tho annual task of preparing 
tho city budget Is all In a day's work. 


With city council budget hearings 


starting tonight, Bllctz has been 
working on next year's budget since 
July. By Iho tlmo final touches are 
put on and salary negotiations are 
completed It will probably be March. 


BLIKTJ! LIKES TO compare tho 


wholo process to slicing a pic with 
the city council making Iho final de- 
cision on who gets what piece. 


"My Job Is to determine how much 


revenue the city will bo receiving 
and try to analyze what departments 
should receive for new major Im- 
provement projects. 


Bllctz explained that early In Iho 


summer ho begins a two-phase proj- 
ect of asking oil department heads to 
submit requests for funds for the 
coming year. He also begins to ex- 
amine what sources of revenue the 
city will have for tho year. 


"WITH EACH BUDGET request, 


tho department heads aro asked to 
Justify their projections," Bllctz said. 
If ono department wants to begin a 
major Improvement project, such as 
direct repair, or hlro additional per- 
sonnel, tho department head is asked 
to explain In writing why ho wonts to 
lake such an action. 


"Usually the aldermen do not ques- 


tion many sections of tho budgets, 
but If there is a big Jump there will 
surely bo questions. We want them to 
h n v o Information for answers," 
Blietz explained. 


While reviewing tho request, Blietz 


mint also examine revenue that may 
bo received through real estate 
taxes, sales tax, license and permit 
fee* and other few. 


Blietz said a major portion of the 


city budget, which will amount to

more than $12 million next year, goes 
for salaries. 


Ho said that constantly increasing 


salaries and pension benefits take up 
o great bulk of any now money tho 
city may receive. 


"If we givo Iho city employes a 


five per cent pay increase It requires 
the city to find an additional $250,000 
in revenue to pay for it," he said. 


BLIETZ ADDED THAT during the 


first stages of preparing a budget, 
salaries are not considered, because 
tho city negotiates with police, fire 
and public works employes each 
year. 


"Wo try to keep the city on a 'pay 


as you go' basis, avoiding tax antici- 
pation warrants," he said. The war- 
rants represent a form of borrowing, 
which allows the city to spend money 
on current bills that It will receive in 
tho future. 


Bllctz sold tho whole budget pro- 


cess bolls down to reconciling con- 
flicting priorities. 


"Usually the plo is not big enough 


to fulfill all the requests for money 
and we have to 'cut some pieces 
smaller to make up for more pro- 
grams," he explained. 


"This is always a problem and our 


Job Is to try to provide enough Infor- 
mation to the council so that they 
can decide what Is the most Impor- 
tant project," Bllctz said. "It always 
results In n compromise."

At Oak'ton Community College 
Sue for nursing program cash: trustee 


A trustee at Oakton Community Col- 


lege has suggested that Oakton sue the 
state college board for funds to operate a 
program to train registered nurses. 


The Illinois Community College Board 


last May denied approval of a registered 
nursing program at Oakton, saying tho 
program was not needed. 


Oakton officials contend they have at 


least 100 students who would enroll In the 
program if the college offered it. Four 
other colleges in the Chicago suburban 
area offer a registered nursing program 
but their classes arc overcrowded and 
students In their districts are admitted 
first. 


OAKTON Trustee Thomas Flynn told 


board members Tuesday night that they 
should take the Illinois Community Col- 
lege Board to court to seek approval of a 
registered nursing program. None of the 
other board members responded to 
Flynn's suggestion, but Oakton Prcs. 
William Kochnlinc said the matter would 
probably be brought before the North 
Suburban College trustees association 
when it meets at Oakton Nov. 7. 


Kochnllne said a suit against the state 


board would be more effective if a group 
of colleges filed the complaint. It would 
be a "stronger position than one taken 
by a single college that may have a par- 
ticular ax to grind," he said. 


Kathleen Arns, Oakton assistant dean 


in charge of vocational programs, said 
the college has been seeking approval of 
o registered nursing program for more 
than a year. Tho request was sent to the 
Illinois Community College Board and 
forwarded to four other state agencies 
for review. None of the agencies saw a 
need for the program. 


MRS. ARNS said Harper College, the 


College of Lake County, Triton College 
and Mayfalr College offer registered 
nursing programs but Oakton students 
have been unable to enroll in those 


schools because the classes arc filled 
with students who live in the respective 
college districts. At Harper, students are 
placed on a waiting list for admittance to 
the program and students who live out- 
side the Harper district are at the bot- 
tom of the list. 


If Oakton did offer a registered nursing 


program, the first class would have to be 
limited to 50 students, said Mrs. Arns, 
but there are "at least a hundred" stu- 
dents who are interested in the program. 


Mrs. Arns said she will continue to 


seek the approval of the Illinois Commu- 
nity College Board and will conduct more 
surveys to show that the program Is 
needed. 


If Oakton docs get approval of the prc- 


'gram and the state board allocated the 
necessary funds, the college would not be 
able to offer classes until the fall semes- 
ter of 1975. According to state guidelines, 
a director of nursing must be hired 12 
months before classes start and the di- 
rector can only be hired in August of any 
year.

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A day for history: Agnew resigns 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Splro T. AB- 


new resigned n.i vice president of the 
United States "In the bent Interest* of the 
nation" Wednesday, and pleaded no con- 
test In federal court In Baltimore to a 
single count of Income tax evasion In 
1067. 


Agncw was the second vice president 


In history to resign and the first to do so 
under duress. 


Shortly after his action, Agnow an- 


nounced he would make an address to 
the nation within "a few days." 


President Nixon, expressing "a great 


sense of personal loss," said he would 
begin prompt consultations with national 
leaders of both political parties on nomi- 
nating a now vice president. 


U.S. District Judge Walter E. Hoff- 


man, accepting the result of two days of 
secret plea bargaining between Agncw 
and Attorney General Elliot L. Richard- 
son, fined Agnow $10,000 and placed him 
on three years' probation. 


At Richardson's urging, Hoffman said 


he was forsaking his usual practice of 
sentencing lawyers, tax accountants or 
business executives to prison terms of 
two to five months In Income tax cases. 


Richardson announced ho would hold a 


news conference to discuss the case at 10 
a.m. today, and it will be televised na- 
tionally. 


Richardson appealed to Hoffman to 


keep Agncw out of prison "out of com- 
passion for the man, out of respect for 
the office he has held and out of appre- 
ciation of the fact that by his resignation 
he has spared the nation the prolonged 
agony that would have attended upon his 
trial." 


The two-month ordeal that began for 


Agncw when he learned in early August 
he was under federal Investigation for 
possible violation of tax, bribery, ex- 
tortion and conspiracy laws ended at 2:05 
p.m. EOT when he entered courtroom 
No. 3 on the fifth floor of the federal 
courthouse in downtown Baltimore with 
a Secret Service agent on each arm. 


Ho and Richardson told Hoffman of the 


plea agreement under which Agnew 
would resign and plead nolo contcndcre 
(no contest) to a lesser charge. 


Richardson said evidence obtained 


from several former Agnew associates In 
Maryland "established a pattern of sub- 
stantial cash payments" to Agnew while 


he was governor of Maryland — pay- 
ments which he said Agncw received as 
late as December, 1972, while he was 
vice president. 


The attorney general said the govern- 


ment was ready to press forward with 
the return of a grand jury Indictment 
charging bribery against Agnew, but "to 
have done so ... would have been likely 
to inflict upon the nation serious and per- 
manent scars." 


At the exact moment the hearing be- 


gan in Baltimore, Agnew's resignation 
became effective legally when a 14-word 
letter of resignation was delivered to 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 


One minute later, a copy of that letter, 


along with a three-paragraph covering 
letter, was given to Alexander M. Halg, 
the White House chief of staff, and for- 
warded immediately to the President. 


In his letter of reply, the President 


praised'Agnew's "candor and courage .. 
. your strong patriotism and your 
profound dedication to the welfare of the 
nation." 


The White House said Agnew told Nix- 


on of his decision during a 40-mlnute 
meeting starting at 6 p.m. Tuesday night 
In the President's Oval Office. 


During the 35-mlnutc court hearing in 


Baltimore, which Hoffman called "this 
tragic event in history," the judge said

But Hoffman told Agnew this did not 


mean his name would not be mentioned 
in other judicial proceedings. 


The specific charge to which Agnew, in 


effect, pleaded guilty, was evasion of fed- 
eral income taxes totaling $13,551 in 1967. 


U.S. Attorney George Beau, who has 


been heading the Agnew investigation as 
part of a 10-month grand jury inquiry 
into alleged political graft in Maryland, 
said Agnew — then governor of the state 
— and his wife claimed taxable income 
that year of $26,099, with $6,416 in total 
tax due. 


Actually, said Beall, their taxable in- 


come totaled $55,599, on which tax due 
was $19,967. 


The first inkling that something mo- 


mentous was about to break came when 
Agnew stood before Hoffman and agreed 
to sign a waiver of Indictment. Then 
Richardson informed the court Agnew 
had agreed to enter a plea to a criminal 
information. 


Nixon weighing 
successors as 
Congress waits

Nixon Wednesday began Immediate 
consultations with congressional lead- 
ers over a successor to Vice Presi- 
dent Splro T. Agncw. 


Presidential Press Secretary Ron- 


ald L. Zicglcr said NUon - within 
two hours of Agnew's resignation — 
met with his party's leaders in the 
House and Senate, Sens. Hugh Scott 
of Pennsylvania and Robert Griffin 
of Michigan, and Reps. Gerald Ford 
of Michigan and Leslie Arends of Illi- 
nois. 


Ho later met with Senate Demo- 


cratic leader Sen. Mike Mansfield of 
Montana and House Speaker Carl Al- 
bert of Oklahoma. Until a new vice 
president Is sworn, Albert Is the sec- 
ond In line to the presidency should 
anything happen to Nixon. 


Zleglcr said Nixon would confer 


with leaders "both within and outside 
the administration." 


Among those mentioned us possi- 


bilities to fill the post were Gov. Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller of New York; for- 
mer Treasury Secretary and Texas 
Gov. John B. Connolly, a Democrat- 
turned-Republican; Attorney General 
Elliot L, Richardson; Sen. Barry M.

Some residents want improved 
facilities for homeless animals 


by FRED GACA 


A small group of resident* is trying to 


have the village take greater responsi- 
bility In the treatment of stray dogs, cats 
and other animals. 


They contend the village's current pol- 


icy of picking up strays, holding them for 
seven days In a large pen and then send- 
ing tho animals to be destroyed Is not 
enough. They wont Improved facilities 
for the stored animals and a greater ef- 
fort from tho village in finding homes for 
unclaimed animals. 


Judy Paulson and Marge Holland, 


leaders in tho effort to improve tho han- 
dling of strays, said they have contacted 
village officials but without satisfaction. 


Tho group is discussing ways to bring 


tho problem of handling strays to tho at- 
tention of residents. 


Mrs. Holland and Mrs. Paulson said 


they may contact tho village board of 
trustees for moro help. 


THE WOMEN asked that anyone Inter- 


ested In coring for tho animals or provid- 
ing n homo for a stray contact them. 
Mrs. Holland can bo reached by calling 
439-G7W, Mrs. Paulson! con be con- 
tacted at 437-0310. 


Strays are now picked up by the police 


department and taken to a pen near the 
firo station at Landmcicr and Tonne 
roads. Tho pen is n largo fcnccd-in area 
with a single dog house for shelter. 


Mrs. Paulson and Mrs. Holland said 


Inrgo and small dogs, male and female 
aro confined in tho pen. They said stray 
cats aro placed In small boxes which are 
placed In the pen with tho dogs. 


The women have been cleaning tho pen 


and feeding tho animals on their own. 
They said tho village should provide a 
better holding area for the animals. 


They said they do not blame any 


agencies for not caring for tho animals 
because responsibilities aro not clear. 


THE POLICE department picks up tho 


nnlmnls. The flro department is suppos- 
ed to feed thorn. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis said Mrs. 


Holland had talked to him. Ha asked her 
for some written suggestions, but she has 
not submitted them yet. 


The village does plan to build an Im- 


proved holding area for stray dogs when 
work begins on tho expansion of tho gn- 
rago at Landmcicr and Tonne roads. 


Library program 
publishes first 
'The Rapporter' 


The first Issue of Tho Rnpportcr, a 


monthly ncwlotter telling about commu- 
nity organizations, has been published by 
tho Referral Action Program of tho 
Schnumburg Township Public Library. 


It Is the latest of tho group's endeavors 


to provide Information on community or- 
ganizations to Schnumburg Township 
residents. 


RAP started a year ago, In response to 


pnlron requests for information and list- 
ings on local organizations, political 
groups, nurseries and educational In- 
stitutions. 


The library created RAP, a file of 


names, addresses and telephone numbers 
relating to these organizations. 


The Kapportcr's goal Is to list new ad- 


ditions or corrections to the flic, create 
an information or question exchange and 
Rive residents and groups a chance to 
comment.

Village keeps 
strays in open 


Elk Grovo Village Is the only munici- 


pality In the Northwest suburban area to 
use an open, out-door pen for holding 
stray animals. 


Mount Prospect, Wheeling, Schaum- 


burg, Buffalo Grovo, DCS Plalnes, Ar- 
lington Heights, Palatine and Rolling 
Meadows all take stray dogs and cats to 
some type of animal shelter, animal hos- 
pital or other type of shelter. 


Rolling Meadows holds stray cats In 


pens at the public works building. Pal- 
atine stores dogs for two days in the 
basement of the health department build- 
ing before sending the dogs to an animal 
shelter. 


Several months ago, Elk Grove Village 


kept strays in tho open pen only for a 
short time before transporting tho dogs 
to the Kara and Komfort Kennel. After 
holding the dogs for several days, the 
kennel would contact the Anti-Cruelty 
Society which would pick up the dogs. 


When Anti-Cruelty discontinued the 


pick-up service, tho kennel stopped stor- 
ing the village animals. 


The strays are now held for at least a 


week In tho pen before tho village takes 
the animals to Anti-Cruelty. 


Construction is not expected to begin un- 
til some time In the spring. 


Willis said some funds have been set 


aside for improving the present facilities. 
He sold If tho new area will not be ready 
for a year or more, the village may con- 
sider making the improvements, but the 
government docs not want "to put good 
money down tho drain." 


The village has also approved a now 


position of "animal warden" in tho police 
department. Included In the responsi- 
bilities of tho job would bo the care of 
stray animals. 


WILLIS SAID THE Village Board of 


Health has been reviewing the require- 
ments for the job and is expected to 
make recommendations on the position 
before someone Is hired. 


Mrs. Holland and Mrs. Paulson also 


wont tho village to try to find homes for 
tho strays rather than have the animals 
destroyed. They said In tho past two 
months, they have been able to advertise 
for and find homes for 11 dogs and cats. 


They said, however, they cannot con- 


tinue to buy advertisements and they 
wont the village to assist in finding 
homes. 


Willis said the village has no plans at 


the present to provide assistance in lo- 
cating homes for the animals. He said 
nny action by the village to advertise lost 
dogs or provide other assistance "would 
be down the road a piece." 


Police Lt. William Kohnkc said the de- 


partment has revised Us policy on han- 
dling strays because of the actions of the 
women. Ho said they ore now notified 
whenever tho department finds a stray. 


KOHNKE SAID THE department is 


doing as much as it can for the animals 
because no one wants them to suffer, but 
the department Is limited In what It can 
do. 


He said the village holds animals for 


seven days before turning them over to a 
humane society. During that time, an 
animal Is given to anyone who offers 
to care for it. "If anyone shows any in- 
terest In the dog, wo would give it away 
immediately," Kohnkc said. 


Several dogs are being held in the vil- 


lage pen; they havo been there longer 
than tho village normally keeps dogs. 
Kohnke said if the dogs are not claimed 
by their owners or taken for adoption by 
tomorrow, they will be sent downtown to 
bo destroyed.

west of Arlington Heights Road. An au- 
topsy determined tho man had been dead 
about three weeks. 


Earl Lundquist, of the Cook County 


Sheriff's Police, said yesterday that Jar- 
rett's death was duo to a shotgun wound 
In tho head.

Work cut for Community Service

With the separation of Community Ser- 


vice from the Elk Grove-Schaumburg 
Townships Mental Health Center, each 
agency must now concentrate on its own 
particular problems. 


Community Service is perhaps facing 


the most serious problems. The agency 
will have to determine exactly what it is 
to be and what It will do for the social 
problems of Elk Grovo Village. 


The problems of the mental health cen- 


ter, although serious, are not as basic as 
those of Community Service. Tho prob- 
lems arc those of any young, growing, 
successful organization — the need for 
moro funds, staff and facilities. 


The separation of the agencies Is com- 


ing about under the guidelines of the Elk 
Grove Village Board of Trustees. By Jan. 
1, the two groups must be distinct with 
no common memberships on their re- 
spective boards of directors. 


THE MENTAL health center will con- 


tinue to operate as an agency that pro- 
vides mental health counseling and treat- 
ment to residents of both townships. 


Community Service will be the vil- 


lage's social service agency. It is to seek 
out problems and propose solutions. The

Community Service will be the liaison

Community Service will find no short- 


age of possible problems to work on, ac- 
cording to various members of the pre- 
sent board. Alcoholism, "cabin fever" of 
suburban housewives, drug abuse, assis- 
tance for senior citizens, youth problems 
and the establishment of a day-care cen- 
ter have all been mentioned as possible 
areas for Community Service to work in. 


BUT THE MAIN problem for the agen- 


cy will be to organize into an active, 
functioning group. 


The mental health center will continue 


its programs of counseling and therapy 
services. Although expansion of services 
could be considered, for the present, the 
agency must catch up on its work. 


Since receiving a grant to establish a 


mental health center last year, the num- 
ber of clients have increased rapidly. 


For the first time In the history of coun- 
seling in the village, clients are now 
placed on a waiting list. 


The priorities for the mental health 


center are to expand its facilities and in- 
crease its staff to reduce the waiting list. 


The center operates out of "The Farm- 


house" at 700 Blesterfield Rd. with an 
additional outpost one day a week in the 
former Hoffman Estates village hall. 


Negotiations are under way between 


the center and Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center, which owns the 
Farmhouse 


Building and land, for a lease on the 
property. 


A four-room addition is planned for 


The Farmhouse at a cost of about 
$22,000. The addition, however, will come 
at the expense of another mental health 
center need, more staff. 


Jordan Rosen, executive director, said 


original plans called for hiring four new 
counselors, but the expense of the addi- 
tion may force the hiring of only three. 


FUNDING FOR the mental health cen- 


ter is obtained through grants for the Illi- 
nois Department of Mental Health, contri 
buttons from the two townships and mu- 
nicipalities within the townships and do- 
nations from various charity organiza- 
tions. 


The center's funding problems could be 


solved by recently-passed state legisla- 
tion. 


Under the new law, townships may 


levy a tax to provide for mental health 
services. According to Rosen, the tax 
would produce enough revenue to free 
the mental health center from funding 
problems. 


Niether Elk Grove nor Schaumburg 


townships now has any tax for mental 
health services.

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A day for history: Agnew resigns 


WASHINGTON <UPI) - Splro T. Ag- 


ncw resigned n.i vice president of the 
United States "In the best Interests of the 
nation" Wednesday, and pleaded no con- 
test in federal court in Baltimore to a 
single count of Income tax evasion In 
1907. 


Agncw was the second vice president 


In history to resign and the first to do so 
under duress. 


Shortly after his action, Agncw an- 


nounced he would make an address to 
the nation within "a few days." 


President Nixon, expressing "a great 


sense of personal loss," said he would 
licgln prompt consultations with national 
leaders of both political parties on nomi- 
nating a new vice president. 


U.S. District Judge Walter E. Hoff- 


man, accepting the result of two days of 
secret plea bargaining between Agnow 
and Attorney General Elliot L. Richard- 
son, fined Agnow $10,000 and placed him 
on three years' probation. 


At Richardson's urging, Hoffman said 


ho was forsaking his usual practice of 
sentencing lawyers, tax accountants or 
business executives to prison terms of 
two to five montlis in Income tax cases. 


Richardson announced he would hold a 


news conference to discuss the case at 10 
a.m. today, and it will be televised na- 
tionally. 


Richardson appealed to Hoffman to 


keep Agncw out of prison "out of com- 
passion for the man, out of respect for 
the office he has held and out of appre- 
ciation of the fact that by his resignation 
he has spared the nation the prolonged 
agony that would have attended upon his 
trial." 


The two-month ordeal that began for 


Agncw when he learned in early August 
he was under federal Investigation for 
possible violation of tax, bribery, ex- 
tortion and conspiracy laws ended at 2:05 
p.m. EOT when he entered courtroom 
No. 3 on the fifth floor of the federal 
courthouse in downtown Baltimore with 
a Secret Service agent on each arm. 


He and Richardson told Hoffman of the 


plea agreement under which Agnew 
would resign and plead noio contcndcrc 
(no contest) to a lesser charge. 


Richardson said evidence obtained 


from several former Agnew associates in 
Maryland "established a pattern of sub- 
stantial cash payments" to Agnew while 


he was governor of Maryland — pay- 
ments which he said Agnew received as 
late as December, 1972, while he was 
vice president. 


The attorney general said the govern- 


ment was ready to press forward with 
the return of a grand jury indictment 
charging bribery against Agnew, but "to 
have done so ... would have been likely 
to Inflict upon the nation serious and per- 
manent scars;" 


At the exact moment the hearing be- 


gan in Baltimore, Agnew's resignation 
became effective legally when a 14-word 
letter of resignation was delivered-to 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 


One minute later, a copy of that letter, 


along with a three-paragraph covering 
letter, was given to Alexander M. Halg, 
the White House chief of staff, and for- 
warded immediately to the President. 


In his letter of reply, the President 


praised Agnew's "candor and courage .. 
. your strong patriotism and your 
profound dedication to the welfare of the 
nation," 


The White House said Agnew told Nix- 


on of his decision during a 40-mlnute 
meeting starting at 6 p.m. Tuesday night 
in the President's Oval Office. 


During the 35-mtnute court hearing in 


Baltimore, which Hoffman called "this 
tragic event in history," the judge said 
the Justice Department would halt its 
case afc'.nst Agnew under the negotiated 
plea agreement. 
. f'But Hoffman told Agnew this did not 
mean his name would not be mentioned 
in other judicial proceedings. 


The specific charge to which Agnew, in 


effect, pleaded guilty, was evasion of fed- 
eral income taxes totaling $13,551 in 1967. 


U.S. Attorney George Beall,' who has 


been heading the Agnew investigation as 
part of a 10-month grand jury inquiry 
into alleged political graft in Maryland, 
said Agnew — then governor of the state 
— and his wife claimed taxable income 
that year of $26,099, with $6,416 in total 
tax due. 


Actually, said Beall, their taxable in- 


come totaled $55,599, on which tax due 
was $19,967. 


The first inkling that something mo- 


mentous was about to break came when 
Agncw stood before Hoffman and agreed 
to sign a waiver of indictment. Then 
Richardson Informed the court Agnew 
had agreed to enter a plea to a criminal 
information.

Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller of New York; for- 
mer Treasury Secretary and Texas 
Gov. John B. Connolly, a Democrat- 
lurnod-Rcpubllcan; Attorney General 
Elliot L. Richardson; Sen.

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Ends six months of talks 
Teachers, school board 
settle on 8.7% pay hike 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows School Dlst. 


15 teachers and the board of education 
settled on an average 8.7 per cent pay 
raise yesterday, ending six months of ne- 
gotiations. 


Teachers voted yesterday morning, 466 


to 60. In favor of accepting (ho now sala- 
ry schedule which will give them raises 
ranging from 8 to 12 per cent, depending 
on their educational background and 
work experience. 


The school board last night put the fi- 


nal seal of approval on tho one-year 
agreement, ending talks about a possible 
disruption of classes by teachers who 
started tho school year with last year's 
salaries. 


The possible disruption would not have 


consisted of a strike, according to 
George Sherman, head of the Classroom 
Teachers' Council (CTC), which repre- 
sents more than 00 per cent of Olst. IS 
teachers. 


He said tho disruption might have con- 


sisted of not attending meetings or per- 
forming extra duties. 


NEGOTIATIONS started last May, but 


were suspended over the summer so that 
teachers could study tho financial status 
of tho school district 


"Our financial audit of tho school dis- 


trict showed that a raise In taxes should 
not bo necessary (to finance pay 
raises)," said Sherman. Joel Meyer, 


Pupils seek 'voice on board9 


Students from Frcmd High School will

Two members of tho Frcmd student

Robert Creek said board members would 
read tho letter and asked tho students to 
tittcnd tonight's meeting. 


Tho letter asks for "some sort of In- 


volvement In policies whcro students are 
concerned," said Vanldcs. Right now the 
(ward has "no Input from tho students or 
very little." ho said. 


VAN1DES SAID a student representa- 


tive from each of tho five high schools In 
tho district should bo Involved In hoard 
communication. Students could act as a 
"resource committee for the board" or a 


student could sit on the board as a non- 
voting member, he sold. 


"These seven people arc controlling 


the education of more than 8,000 stu- 
dents" but students have no voice In the 
decisions that arc made, Vanldes said. 


Tho result Is student apathy, said Van- 


ldcs. It is human nature that "when 
someone is not involved In tho running of 
their own lives, they become dis- 
interested," ho sold. "Glvo someone re- 
sponsibilities and naturally they will be 
more responsible." 


Vanldcs said the "apathy disease" ex- 


tends to the classroom. "Some students 
just don't core. They ore sitting there in 
a class where they arc being told what to 
think, how to think, and what to do," he 
said. 


"I hope they give us some sort of re- 


sponse," said Vanldes. "Sometimes In 
their list of priorities student requests go 
on tho bottom of the list." 


Village board lorapup 
Bothwell Street 
to be extended?

Coughlln suggested the board 
not take any action until the village's master plan, which Is 
stilt In the preliminary stages, Is completed. 


Tito village has had an amortization agreement with sev- 


eral property owners with non-conforming building* In the 
downtown area for M years. The amortization agro«ner.t \* 
scheduled to expire In July, 1974.

Orvlllo Helms to discuss what kind of building would bo safe 
and maybe even use tho upper level of the Slade Street Fire 
Station. 


If the Jayccos arc able to find a location for the haunted 


house they plan to have It open from 3:30 to 0:30 p.m. on Oct. 
27 and 28 and Oct. 30 and 31. Admission would be 50 cents.

Trustee 
James Shaw voted against the variation stating ho didn't feel

head of the school board's budget and 
finance committee, agreed. 


The first fall negotiation session was 


held Sept. 24 and the board offered to 
give teachers a temporary 8 per cent 
raise at that time. 


Teacher negotiators refused, saying 


they wanted to settle salaries In one 
package. After that unsuccessful nego- 
tiating session, teachers spent the week- 
end passing out leaflets that accused the 
school district of paying the lowest sala- 
ries in the area. 


They pointed out that the school dis- 


trict has received a superior rating 
from the state and added that one-third 
of district teachers bad to moonlight in 
order to make ends meet. 


SEVERAL DAYS later, teachers went 


door-to-door, passing out leaflets similar 
to the earlier ones and asking residents 
to sign a petition which threatened a pos- 
sible disruption of classes. 


The petition, signed by more than 5,000 


parents, "urged the board of education of 
Dist. 15 to reach a negotiated contract 
settlement with the CTC on or prior to 
Oct. 8 (the latest negotiating session) in 
order to avoid any disruption of the 
educational function in the school dis- 
trict." 
- 


During the Oct. 8 negotiating session 


about 350 of the district's 600 teachers 
marched on the admministratlon bbuild- 
Ing to "support their negotiators," sev- 
eral teachers said. 


THAT NIGHT, in one of the longest 


negotiating sessions according to George 
Yingst, a board negotiator, teachers and 
the school board finally reached a tenta- 
tive agreement. 


The 8.7 per cent raise includes both tho 


annual increase given automatically as 
teachers gain another year's experience 
and an approximate 5 per cent raise. 


The base salary was raised from $7,730 


to $8,250. The highest salary Is $16,306 for 
a teacher with a master's degree and 30 
years teaching experience. Last year's 
comparable salary was $14,937. 


Raises will be retroactive from the be- 


ginning of the year.

Jones urges aggressive annexation plan 


An aggressive annexation program to 


gain control of vacant land in unincorpo- 
rated Palatine Township has been advo- 
cated by Palatine Village Pres. Wendell 
E. Jones. 


"I think we should try to annex areas 


we feel with logically be in our commu- 
nity (in tho future) and try to control 
them," Jones told the Palatine Plan 
Commission at a meeting to study tho 
preliminary master plan. 


"Cook County officials arc so far re- 


moved from our area they don't even 
know where Rand and Dundee roads 
arc," said Jones. 


The preliminary master plan, pre- 


sented for the first time Tuesday, de- 
fines the village's planning area as all 
land within IV: miles of the village's 
boundaries. Within the planning area 
there are more than 5,000 acres of va- 
cant land and most of it Is in unincorpo- 
rated Palatine Township. 


"Wo have planned to Lake-County 


Road (on the north) even though you 
may want to stop at Dundee Road (the 
annexation). This will enable you to ex- 
ercise your fullest legal right," said El- 
bcr Maiden, associate planner with Rolf 
C. Campbell and Associates, Inc., the 
firm preparing the 20-year master plan. 


MAIDEN EXPLAINED the village 


would have a better chance of contesting 
a development outside Its limits if it had 
a land use plan Incorporating the area in 
question which showed the development 
might not be the best land use. He added 
the plan Is not binding on unincorporated 
areas. 


The preliminary master plan takes in a 


13,500-acrc area with boundaries extend- 
ing as far north as Lake-Cook Road, as 
far east as Wllkc Road, as far south as 
Algonquin Road and as far west as 
Roselle Road. 


Land-use figures show 36 per cent of 


the 13,500 acres now being used for resi- 
dential but predict a 54 per cent increase 
in residential land use during the next 20 
years. The master plan predicts that by 
1993 that 9,000 or 66 per cent of the 13,500

SOME OF THE planners questioned 


whether it was realistic to plan for such 
a large increase in single-family residen- 
tial use with the high land costs in the 
area. 


Maiden indicated he thought there 


would be a change in residential land use 
during the next 20 years and that not all 
the land would necessarily be built on by 
1993. 


The plan commission will review the 


preliminary master plan in more detail 
on Oct. 23 at 8 p.m. at village hall, 54 S. 
Brockway. The final master plan, which 
is costing the village $10,500, Is scheduled 
to be completed in May.

A day for history: Agnew resigns 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Splro T. Ag- 


new resigned as vice president of the 
United Stales "in the best interests of the 
nation" Wednesday, and pleaded no con- 
test In federal court In Baltimore to a 
single count of income tax evasion In 
1067. 


Agncw was the second vice president 


In history to resign and the first to do so 
under duress. 


Shortly after his action, Agnew an- 


nounced he would make an address to 
the nation within "a few days." 


President Nixon, expressing "a great 


sense of personal loss," said he would 
begin prompt consultations with national 
leaders of both political parties on nomi- 
nating a now vice president. 


U.S. District Judge Walter E. Hoff- 


man, accepting the result of two days of 
secret plea bargaining between Agnew 
and Attorney General Elliot L. Richard- 
' son, fined Agnew $10,000 and placed him 
on three years' probation. 


At Richardson's urging, Hoffman said 


ho was forsaking his atual practice of 
sentencing lawyers, tax accountants or 
business executives to prison terms of 
two to five months In Income tax cases. 


Richardson announced he would hold a 


news conference to discuss the case at 10 
a.m. today, and it will be televised na- 
tionally. 


Richardson appealed to Hoffman to 


keep Agnew out of prison "out of com- 
passion for the man, out of respect for 
the office he has held and out of appre- 
ciation of the fact that by his resignation 
he has spared the nation the prolonged 
agony that would have attended upon his 
trial." 


The two-month ordeal that began for 


Agnew when he learned In early August 
he was under federal investigation for 
possible violation of tax, bribery, ex- 
tortion and conspiracy laws ended at 2:05 
p.m. EOT when he entered courtroom 
No. 3 on the fifth floor of the federal 
courthouse in downtown Baltimore with 
a Secret Service agent on each arm. 


He and Richardson told Hoffman of the

Richardson said . evidence obtained

ments which he said Agnew received as 
late as December, 1972, while he was 
vice president. 
' The attorney general said the govern- 
ment was ready to press fonvard with 
the return of a grand jury Indictment 
charging bribery against Agnew, but "to 
have done so ... would have been likely 
to Inflict upon the nation serious and per- 
manent scars." 


At the exact moment the hearing be- 


gan in Baltimore, Agnew's resignation 
became effective legally when a 14-word 
letter of resignation was delivered to 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 


One minute later, a copy of that letter, 


along with a three-paragraph covering 
letter, was given to Alexander M. Haig, 
the White House chief of staff, and for- 
warded immediately to the President. 


In his letter of reply, the President 


praised Agnew's "candor and courage ... 
. your strong patriotism and your 
profound dedication to the welfare of the 
nation." 


The White House said Agnew told Nix- 


on of his decision during a 40-minute 
meeting starting at 6 p.m. Tuesday night 
in the President's Oval Office. 


During the 35-mlnute court hearing In 


Baltimore, which Hoffman called "this 
tragic event In history," the judge said 
the Justice Department would halt its 
case against Agnew under the negotiated 
plea agreement. 


But Hoffman told Agnew this did not 


mean his name would not be mentioned 
in other judicial proceedings. 


The specific charge to which Agnew, in 


effect, pleaded guilty, was evasion of fed- 
eral income taxes totaling $13,551 in 1967. 


U.S. Attorney George Beall,'who has 


been heading the Agnew investigation as 
part of a 10-month grand jury inquiry 
into alleged political graft in Maryland, 
said Agnew — then governor of the state 
— and his wife claimed taxable income 
that year of $26,099, with $6,416 in total 
tax due. 


Actually, said Beall, their taxable in-. 


come totaled $55,599, on which ta'x due 
was $19,967. 


The first inkling that something mo- 


mentous was about to break' came when 
Agnew stood before Hoffman and agreed 
to sign a waiver of indictment. Then 
Richardson informed the court Agnew 
had agreed to enter a plea to a criminal 
information. 


Nixon weighing

Until a new vice 
president is sworn, Albert Is the sec- 
ond In lino to the presidency should 
anything happen to Nixon.

Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller of New York; for- 
mer Treasury Secretary and Texas 
Gov.

Inn were unavailable for comment.

opened in February. It is owned by 
Madison Square Gardens Corp. with 
headquarters in New York.

Pupils seek 'voice on board9 


Students from Fremd High School will 


appear before the High School Dist. 211 
Board of Education tonight to ask for a 
voice in school operations. 


Two members of the Fremd student 


council, Jonathan Nelson, president, and 
Jim Vanides, vice president, appeared 
before the board Sept. 27 with a letter 
asking for better communication between 
students and the board. Board Prcs. 
Robert Creek said board members would 
read the letter and asked the students to 
attend tonight's meeting. 


The letter asks for "some sort of in- 


volvement in policies where students are 
concerned," said Vanides. Right now the 
board has "no input from the students or 
very little," he said. 


VANIDES SAID a student representa- 


tive from each of the five high schools In 
the district should be involved in board 
communication. Students could act as a 
"resource committee for the board" or a 


student could sit on the board as a non- 
voting member, he said. 


"These seven people are controlling 


the education of more than 8,000 stu- 
dents" but students have no voice In the 
decisions that are made, Vanides said. 


The result is student apathy, said Van- 


Ides. It is human nature that "when 
someone is not involved in the running of 
their own lives, they become dis- 
interested," he said. "Give someone re- 
sponsibilities and naturally they will be 
more responsible." 


Vanides said the "apathy disease" ex- 


tends to the classroom. "Some students 
Just don't care. They are sitting there in 
a class where they are being told what to 
think, how to think, and what to do," be 
said. 


"I hope they give us some sort of re- 


sponse," said Vanides. "Sometimes in 
their list of priorities student requests go 
on the bottom of the list." 


John Rock (3rd), chairman of the com- 
mittee, discourage Roskamp from pur- 
suing the plans, saying the council would 
not likely approve the plan because of 
residential opposition which would likely 
arise. 


The five-member committee supported 


Rock's appraisal at the time. 


But Mayor Roland Meyer Tuesday was 


critical of the aldermen's quick rejection 
of the plan, telling both the council and 
the residents that Roskamp was entitled 
to a hearing. 


"They do have a right to a hearing and 


that is what they are getting," Meyer 
said. "I think it Is essential that we bear 
them and hear them with an open mind. 
To merely reject it in a committee is, I 
think, a mistake." 


MEYER ALSO told the residents to be 


present at special zoning hearings on the 
matter to voice their opposition to the 
plan. 


He also advised the residents they 


could present to the council a formal pe- 
tition opposing the rezonlng plan. City 
Atty. Donald Rose said such a petition 
must be drawn up according to specific 
statutory guidelines and must include the 
signatures of 20 per cent of the home- 
owners whose property fronts on the lot 
to be developed. 


If a formal petition is presented to the 


council, Rose said a vote of two-thirds of 
the aldermen would be required to ap- 
prove the reaming. Without the petition, 
a simple majority vote of the aldermen 
would be enough to authorize the zoning 
switch.

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A day for history: Agnew resigns 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Splro T. Ag- 


now resigned n.i vice president of the 
United Stntci "In the best interests or the 
nnllun" Wednesday, and pleaded no con* 
tc%t In federal court In naltlmorc to n 
.ilnijle count of Income tax evasion In 
IM7. 


Agncw was the second vice president 


In history to resign and the first to do so 
under duress. 


Shortly after his action, Agnew an- 


nounced he would make an address to 
the nntion within "a few days." 


President Nixon, expressing "a great 


iciU4! of personal loss," said he would 
begin prompt consultations with national 
leaders of both political parties on nomi- 
nating a new vice president. 


U.S. District Judge Walter E. Hoff- 


man, accepting the result of two days of 
secret plea bargaining between Agnow 
and Attorney General Elliot L. Richard- 
son, fined Agnow Jio.ooo and placed him 
on three years' probation. 


At Richardson's urging, Hoffman said 


ho was forsaking his usual practice of 
sentencing lawyers, tax accountants or 
business executives to prison terms of 
two to five months In income tax cases. 


Richardson announced he would hold a 


news conference to discuss the case at 10 
a.m. today, and it will be televised na- 
tionally. 


Richardson appealed to Hoffman to 


keep Agncw out of prison "out of com- 
passion for the man, out of respect for 
the office ho has held and out of appre- 
ciation of the fact that by his resignation 
he has spared the nation the prolonged 
agony that would have attended upon his 
trial." 


The two-month ordeal that began for 


Agncw when he learned in early August 
ho was under federal Investigation for 
possible violation of tax, bribery, ex- 
tortion and conspiracy taws ended at 2:05 
p.m. EOT when he entered courtroom 
No. 3 on (ho fifth floor of the federal 
courthouse In downtown Baltimore with 
a Secret Service agent on each arm. 


Ho and Richardson told Hoffman of the 


plea agreement under which Agnew 
would resign and plead nolo contcndcrc 
(no contest) to a lesser charge. 


Richardson said evidence obtained 


from several former Agncw associates in 
Maryland "established a pattern of sub- 
stantial cash payments" to Agncw while 


he was governor of Maryland — pay- 
ments which he said Agncw received as 
late as December, 1972, while he was 
vice president. 


The attorney general said the govern- 


ment was ready to press forward with 
the return of a grand jury indictment 
charging bribery against Agnew, but "to 
have done so ... would have been likely 
to inflict upon the nation serious and per- 
manent scars." 


At the exact moment the hearing be- 


gan in Baltimore, Agnew's resignation 
became effective legally when a 14-word 
letter of resignation was delivered to 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 


One minute later, a copy of that letter, 


along with a three-paragraph covering 
letter, was given to Alexander M. Haig, 
the White House chief of staff, and for- 
warded Immediately to the President. 


In his letter of reply, the President 


praised Agnew's "candor and courage .. 
. your strong patriotism and your 
profound dedication to the welfare of the 
nation." 


The White House said Agnew told Nix- 


on of his decision during a 40-minute 
meeting starting at 6 p.m. Tuesday night 
in the President's Oval Office. 


During the 35-minute court hearing in 


Baltimore, which Hoffman called "this 
tragic event in history," the judge said 
the Justice Department would halt its 
case against Agnew under the negotiated 
plea agreement. 


But Hoffman told Agnew this did not 


mean his name would not be mentioned 
in other judicial proceedings. 


The specific charge to which Agnew, in 


effect, pleaded guilty, was evasion of fed- 
eral income taxes totaling $13,551 in 1967. 


U.S. Attorney George Beall, who has 


been heading the Agnew investigation as 
part of a 10-month grand jury inquiry 
into alleged political graft in Maryland, 
said Agnew — then governor of the state 
— and his wife claimed taxable income 
that year of $26,099, with $6,416 in total 
tax due. 


Actually, said Beall, their taxable in- 


come totaled $55,599, on which tax due 
was $19,967. 


The first inkling that something mo- 


mentous was about to break came when 
Agnew stood before Hoffman and agreed 
to sign a waiver of Indictment. Then 
Richardson informed the court Agnew 
had agreed to enter a plea to a criminal 
information.

He added that much more 
than $20,000 a year would be needed if 
the ambulance service would have to bo 
run on its own. A fire study for the dis- 
trict estimated that the district would 
need as much as $140,000 just to solely 
run ambulance service. 


However, the trustees havo been vague 


on how tho remainder of the funds gath- 
ered under the ambulance tax would be 
spent. 


CUSSEN SAID part of the funds could 


possibly go to pay part of the para- 
medics' salaries, freeing some budget 
monies to pay outstanding debts. District 
officials are anticipating a $32,000 debt 
for this fiscal year. 


Abrahamscn said it was hard to place 


a value on ambulance service. 


"If we could put all the residents in a 


stadium to sec the paramedics at work, 
they probably would be willing to pay 
even $100 a call," Abrahamsen said. 


"They just don't throw a person on a 


stretcher and take them to a hospital. 
They treat and stabilize patients at the 


scene," he added. "What is this service 
worth?" 


The Schaumburg Fire Department for 


nine months this year recorded 850 am- 
bulance calls. Hoffman Estates had 634 
calls in 1072. Schaumburg operated with 
a budget of about $500,000 while Hoffman 
works with a $350,000 budget. 


In the Schaumburg department, there 


are 36 men while Hoffman' has about 20 
men. 


The HEFPD gets its revenue in taxes 


from residents while the Village of 
Schaumburg and the fire department are 
funded basically through village reve- 
nues and sales tax receipts. 


HEFPD OFFICIALS have noted that 


expensive telemetry equipment and an 
additional ambulance would probably be 
needed when the third fire station Is 
opened in early 1974. 


Financial burdens have been caused by 


medical training for firemen and the 
'large number of ambulance calls, offi- 
cials have said. 


Future medical training for firemen 


and state laws requiring updating of am- 
bulance equipment will financially haunt 
the district in the future, officials said. 


Deputy Fire Chief Ed Kalasa esti- 


mated that paramedic training com- 
pensation cost the district about $4,000. 
Compensation was also paid to firemen 
taking courses for becoming emergency 
medical technicians. About $1,000 was 
also spent to equip the ambulances with 
fundamental medical supplies, Kalasa 
said. 


"We've been .operating it (the ambu- 


lance service) without funds for a num- 
ber of years," Cussen said. "It (antici- 
pated revenue) might be grossly large, 
but this is a start. And we can see where 
it will drift to." 


The district has paid for ambulance op- 


eration from the. general operating fund. 
According to Cussen and Brilliant, the 
general fund should be mostly for fire 
protection. They said there is an opportu- 
nity to fund the ambulance service — an

Huge park land purchase hinges 
on OK of Saturday's referendum

Restoring acreage in the "Spring Val- 


ley" area In Schaumburg has been the 
dream of Ellsworth Meineke for at least 
two years. 


The noted conservationist's dream will 


be on its way to fulfillment if voters ap- 
prove the $700,000 'land acquisition sec- 
tion of the Schaumburg Park District 
referendum Saturday. 


Voters will vote separately on the land 


acquisition portion and the $1.8 million 
park improvements section. The $700,000 
would go to the purchasing of between 
150 and 300 acres east of Plum Grove 
Road near Schaumburg Road, If the ref- 
erendum passes. 


The Village of Schaumburg plans to 


give $90,000 In revenue-sharing funds to- 
ward land acquisition and plans the res- 
toration of the natural setting as a proj- 
ect to celebrate the nation's 200th birth- 
day. 


THE EXACT location of the proposed 


nature center and the amount of acreage 
can not be disclosed until present land 
negotiations are completed. Park Dis- 
trict officials had two appraisals con- 
ducted about land In question. 


Should the project be approved, any 


excess funds from the land acquisition 
portion of the referendum would be used 
to develop tho nature center. 


Planned are trails and planting of 


plants that once grew in the area. 


"If wo don't get it now, in five or six 


years It will be gone," said Paul Derda, 
director of the Schaumburg Park Dis- 
trict. "It's got so much potential It's un- 
believable. It's an unbelievable place." 


Meineke has been working with the 


Spring Valley restoration committee for 
two years and has secured a donation of 
at least nine acres in the area. Meineke 
said he hopes to receive nearly 50 acres

in donations. He has also been promised 
$50,000 for a building In the center from 
a p e r s o n who wishes to remain 
anonymous. 


"It (the area) couldn't possibly be used 


for a better purpose," Meineke said/ 


He added that the area is primarily 


flood plain that should be preserved and 
that the nature center could be used as 
an educational process for restoration. 


"It's got all types of soils and moisture 


conditions for the widest variety of natu- 
ral plants," Meineke said. 


DERDA SAID the nature center will be 


the project of the total community. It is 
estimated that it will take 140 to 200 
years to get a complete balance of na- 
ture. 


Derda said the park district and the 


village plans to ask for federal funds for 
the project as soon as the federal 
squeeze on recreation funds abates. 


Derda said there were several old 


buildings in the area which could serve 
as a museum or be preserved for histori- 
cal significance. 


"It will lend Itself to serving all people, 


all members of a family, young and 
old," Derda said. 


He added that persons would be able to 


see wildlife such as foxes and sparrows 
and observe plants and prairie grasses 
that once grew naturally in the area. 


The area east of Plum Grove Road 


near Schaumburg Road in Schaumburg 
was named Spring Valley in the 1920s 
because of its many natural springs. 


In those days, according to Ellsworth 


Meineke, area conservationist, 
native 


prairies spread "as far as the eye could 
see." 


Things have changed since the days of 


uninterrupted prairies. 


"Native plants are rare and what one 


sees in Schaumburg meadows and fields 
are plants from Europe and Asia brought 
over willingly as well as unwittingly by 
early settlers," Meineke said. "Like the 
English Sparrow and the Starling they 
have prospered and multiplied." 


He added that about 10,000 years ago 


when the glaciers retreated from the 
area, a large flood plain was created. 


"Its preservation will serve as a green 


belt, purifying and cooling the air. The 


gravel and sand deposits in the valley 
probably constitute the best area in all of 
the township to recharge ground water 
for wells," Meineke said. 


HE SAID THERE was a wide variety 


of terrain in Spring Valley — high land, 
marsh, pond, meadows, woods and two 
small tree-lined streams. The different 
terrain offers a variety of conditions es- 
sential to reestablish native plants. 


Meineke said some of the plants would 


thrive immediately while others would 
take a long time, perhaps 200 years. 


"Generations of land use by settlers in 


the area, the introduction of Eurasian 
weeds and forage crops, the quenching of 
the life-sustaining prairie fires — all pre- 
sent problems to Spring Valley's even- 
tual restoration," Meineke added. "The 
native ecological balance once destroyed 
will take tune before it can become self- 
sustaining. Nature Is a patient lady and 
won't be hurried."

A day for history: Agnew resigns 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Splro T. Ag- 


new resinned as vice president of the 
United Stoics "In the best Interests of the 
nation" Wednesday, and pleaded no con- 
test In federal court In Baltimore to a 
single count of Income tax evasion In 
1067. 


Aftncw was the second vice president 


In history to resign and the first to do so 
under duress. 


Shortly after his action, Agnew an- 


nounced ho would make an address to 
(he mil Inn within "a few days." 


President Nixon, expressing "a great 


sense of personal loss," said he would 
begin prompt consultations with national 
leaders of both political parties on nomi- 
nating a new vice president. 


U.S. District Judge Walter E. Hoff- 


man, accepting the result of two days of 
secret plea bargaining between Agncw 
and Attorney General Elliot L. Richard- 
son, fined Agnow $10,000 and placed him 
on three years' probation. 


At Richardson's urging. Hoffman said 


ho was forsaking his usual practice of 
sentencing lawyers, tax accountants or 
business executives to prison terms of 
two to five months In income lax cases. 


Richardson announced he would hold a 


news conference to discuss the case at 10 
a.m. today, and it will be televised'na- 
tionally. 


Richardson appealed to Hoffman to 


keep Agncw out of prison "out of com- 
passion for the man, out of respect for 
the office he has held and out of appre- 
ciation of the fact that by his resignation 
he has spared the nation the prolonged 
agony that would have attended upon his 
trial." 


The two-month ordeal that began for 


Agncw when he learned In early August 
ho was under federal investigation for 
possible violation of tax, bribery, ex- 
tortion and conspiracy laws ended at 2:05 
p.m. EOT when he entered courtroom 
No. 3 on tho fifth floor of the federal 
courthouse In downtown Baltimore with 
a Secret Service agent on each arm.' 


He and Richardson told Hoffman of the 


pica agreement under which Agncw 
would resign and plead nolo contcndcre 
(no contest) to a lesser charge. 


Richardson said evidence obtained 


from several former Agncw associates In 
Maryland "established a pattern of sub- 
stantial cash payments" to Agnew whllo 


he was governor of Maryland — pay- 
ments which he said Agncw received as 
late as December, 1972, while he was 
vice president. 


The attorney general said the govern- 


ment was ready to press forward with 
the return of a grand Jury indictment 
charging bribery against Agnew, but "to 
have done so ... would have been likely 
to inflict upon the nation serious and per- 
manent scars." 


At the exact moment the hearing be- 


gan in Baltimore, Agnew's resignation 
became effective legally when a 14-word 
letter of resignation was delivered to 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 


One minute later, a copy of that letter, 


along with a three-paragraph covering 
letter, was given to Alexander M, Haig, 
the White House chief of staff, and for- 
warded immediately to the President. 


In his letter of reply, the President 


praised Agnew's "candor and courage .. 
. your strong patriotism 
and your 


profound dedication to the welfare of the 
nation." 


Tho White House said Agnew told Nix- 


on of his decision during a 40-mlnute 
meeting starting at 6 p.m. Tuesday night 
in the President's Oval Office. 


During the 35-minute court hearing in 


Baltimore, which Hoffman called "this 
tragic event in history," the judge said 
the Justice Department would halt its 
case against Agnew under the negotiated 
plea agreement. 


But Hoffman told Agnew this did not 


mean his name would not be mentioned 
in other judicial proceedings. 


The specific charge to which Agnew, in 


effect, pleaded guilty, was evasion of fed- 
eral Income taxes totaling $13,551 in 1967. 


U.S. Attorney George Beall, who has 


been heading the Agnew investigation as 
part of a 10-month grand jury inquiry 
Into alleged political graft in Maryland, 
said Agnew — then governor of the state 
— and his wife claimed taxable income 
that year of $26,099, with $6,416 In total 
tax due. 


Actually, said Beall, their taxable in- 


come totaled $55,599, on which tax due 
was $19,967. 


The first inkling that something mo- 


mentous was about to. break came when 
Agncw stood before Hoffman and agreed 
to sign a waiver of Indictment. Then 
Richardson informed the court Agnew 
had agreed to enter a plea to a criminal 
information. 


Nixon weighing 
successors as 
Congress waits 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Nixon Wednesday began Immediate 
consultations with congressional lead- 
ers over a successor to Vice Presi- 
dent Spiro T. Agnew. 


Presidential Press Secretary Ron- 


ald L. Zlcglcr said Nixon — within 
two hours of Agnow's resignation — 
met with his party's loaders In tho 
House and Senate, Sens. Hugh Scott 
of Pennsylvania and Robert Griffin 
of Michigan, and Reps. Gerald Ford 
of Michigan and Leslie Arcnds of Illi- 
nois. 


Ho later met with Senate Demo- 


cratic leader Sen. Mike Mansfield of 
Montana and House Speaker Carl Al- 
bert of Oklahoma. Until a new vico 
president Is sworn, Albert is the sec- 
ond In line to tho presidency should 
anything happen to Nixon. 


Zlcfllcr said Nixon would confer 


with leaders "both within and outside 
the administration." 


Among those mentioned ns possi- 


bilities lo fill the post were Gov. Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller of New York: for- 
mer Treasury Secretary and Texas 
Gov. John B. Connolly, a Democrat- 
turned-Republican; Attorney General 
Elliot L. Richardson: Sen. Barry M. 
Goldwotcr. R-Arlz., (he 1064 GOP 
presidential nominee; and California 
Gov, Ronald Reagan. 


Scott said Nixon had nsked for rec- 


ommendations 
from 
congressional 


Republicans, GOP governors and 
members of the Republican National 
Committee. 


"I don't think there will be any un- 


due delay," Scott replied when asked 
when Nixon might announce n deci- 
sion. 


However, Scott told Republican 


senators at a separate meeting they 
should glvo him their recommenda- 
tions by 4 p.m. EOT Thursday. 


Ho added that Republican National 


Chairman George Biuh had asked 
members of (ho Republican National 
Committee to submit any recommen- 
dations by 6 p.m. Thursday. 


Ford said House Republicans 


would meet at 9:30 a.m. Thursday to 
draw up their preferences so they 
could be transmitted to tho White 
House by 6 p.m. that day. 


The 23th Amendment to the Con- 


stitution empowers the chief execu- 
tive to nominate a successor.

George B. Is 87, weakened by arte- 


riosclerosis and subject to occasional 
seizures. 


His wife, Anna, Is also 87 and has been

It's not that they're not hungry or can't

Council. 


Tho meals arc prepared at Lutheran 


General Hospital In Park Hldge and are 
brought to tho participants' homes by 
volunteers. 


Started just this week, It's believed to 


be tho first "hot meal In tho home" pro- 
gram for tho elderly offered by a North- 
west suburb, though Lutheran General 
has sponsored its own similar program. 


For George and Anna, tho hot lunch 


has been, In a word, "tremendous," says 
their daughter, with whom they're living.

Now, though, lunch Is turkey or roast 


beef or fried chicken. And it's more than 
that too; it's a chance to talk with the 
woman who brings tho meal, a chance to 
break up an otherwise monotonous day. 


"They look forward to the volunteer 


coming," said Mrs. N. "It's not just the 
meal; It's the volunteer coming, particu- 
larly for someone who is alone." 


PARTICIPANTS IN the new program 


generally do live alone. They're too 
proud to enter a nursing home, yet 
unable to care for themselves as they 
used to. 


Through the hot meal program, they 


can arrange for lunch or dinner or both 
to bo brought to their homes during the 
week.

Murder victim probe still on 


The Investigation Is continuing into the 


death of a Kcnnett, Mo., man found mur- 
dered in an Elk Grove Township forest 
preserve Oct. 3. 


The body of Larry Jarrett, 27, was 


found lying next to the remains of a 
campfirc by a man picking mushrooms 
in the Busse Woods section of the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve on Hlggins Road, 
west of Arlington Heights Road. An au- 
topsy determined the man had been dead 
about three weeks. 


Earl Lundquist, of the Cook County 


Sheriff's Police, said yesterday that Jar- 
rctt's death was due to a shotgun'wound 
in the head. Police had been withholding 
the cause of death, pending further in- 
vestigation. 


Lundquist said police have no suspects 


or leads in the case, but a full-scale in- 
vestigation is continuing. No motive has 
been established, according to Lundquist, 
although Jarrctt's wallet was missing. 
"Robbery is a possible motive," said 
Lundquist, "but Jarrctt's mother said he 
wasn't carrying much money when he 
left Kcnnett by bus for Chicago on Sept. 
17." 


Police don't know what Jarrett was 


doing in the forest preserve, according to 
Lundquist. A statement given to police 


by Jarrett's mother said he was having a 
hard time finding work and came to Chi- 
cago to find a job. 


Jarrctt's mother came up from Ken- 


nett to identify the body through clothing 
Jarrett was wearing at the time of his 
death and a tattoo on Jarrett's left fore- 
arm. Police are still awaiting fingerprint 
identification results before making an 
official identification, according to Lund- 
quist.

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A day for history: Agnew resigns 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Splro T. Ag- 


now resinned n.<i vice president of the 
United Suites "In the best Interests of the 
notion" Wednesday, and plemled no con- 
test In federal court In Baltimore to a 
single count of Income tax evasion in 
1067. 


Agnow was the second vice president 


In history to resign and the first to do so 
under duress. 


Shortly nflcr his action, Agncw an- 


nounced ho would mtikc an address to 
the nation within "a few days." 


President Nixon, expressing "a great 


sense of personal loss," said he would 
hrgln prompt consultations with national 
fonder* of both political parties on nomi- 
nating a new vice president. 


U.S. District Judge Walter E. Hoff- 


man, accepting the result of two days of 
secret pica bargaining between Agncw 
and Attorney General Elliot L. Richard- 
son, fined Agncw $10,000 and placed him 
on three years' probation. 


At Richardson's urging, Hoffman said 


lie was forsaking his usual practice of 
sentencing lawyers, tnx accountants or 
business executives to prison term', of 
two to five months In Income tax car.cs. 


Richardson announced he would hold a 


nmvs conference to discuss the case at 10 
a.m. today, and it will be televised na- 
tionally. 


Richardson appealed to Hoffman to 


keep Agnew out of prison "out of com- 
passion for the man, out of respect for 
the office he has held and out of appre- 
ciation of the fact that by his resignation 
he has spared the nation the prolonged 
agony that would have attended upon his 
trial." 


The two-month ordeal that began for 


Agncw when he learned In early August 
he was under federal investigation for 
possible violation of tax, bribery, ex- 
tortion and conspiracy laws ended at 2:05 
p.m. EOT when he entered courtroom 
No. 3 on the fifth floor of the federal 
courthouse in 'downtown Baltimore with 
a Secret Service agent on each arm. 


Ho and Richardson told Hoffman of the 


plea agreement under which Agncw 
would resign and plead nob contcndcre 
(no contest) to a lesser charge. 


Richardson said evidence obtained 


from several former Agnow associates In 
Maryland "established a pattern of sub- 
stantial cash payments" to Agnew while 


he was governor of Maryland — pay- 
ments which he said Agnew received as 
late as December, 1972, while he was 
vice president. 


The attorney general said the govern- 


ment was ready to press forward with 
the return-of a grand jury indictment 
charging bribery against Agnew, but "to 
have done so ... would have been likely 
to Inflict upon the nation serious and per- 
manent scars." • 


At the exact moment the hearing be- 


gan In Baltimore, Agnew's resignation 
became effective legally when a 14-word 
letter of resignation was delivered to 
Secretary of State Henry A, Kissinger. 


One minute later, a copy of that letter, 


along with a three-paragraph covering 
letter, was given to Alexander M. Halg, 
the White House chief of staff, and for- 
warded immediately to the President. 


In his letter of reply, the President 


praised Agnew's "candor and courage .. 
. your strong patriotism and your 
profound dedication to the welfare of the 
nation." 


The White House said Agnew told Nix- 


on of his decision during a 40-minute 
meeting starting at 6 p.m. Tuesday night 
In the President's Oval Office. 


During the 35-minute court hearing in 


Baltimore, which Hoffman called "this 
tragic event in history," the judge said 
(lie Justice Department would halt Its 
case against Agnew under the negotiated 
plea agreement. 


But Hoffman told Agnew this did not 


mean his name would not be mentioned 
in other judicial proceedings. 


The specific charge to which Agnew, in 


effect, pleaded guilty, was evasion of fed- 
eral Income taxes totaling $13,551 in ,1967. 


U.S. Attorney George Beall, who has 


been heading the Agnew investigation as 
part of a 10-month grand jury inquiry 
Into alleged political graft in Maryland, 
said Agnew — then governor of the state 
— and his wife claimed taxable income 
that year of $26,099, with $6,416 in total 
tax due. 


Actually, said Beall, their taxable in- 


come totaled $55,599, on which tax due 
was $19,967. 


The first inkling that something mo- 


mentous was about to break came when 
Agncw stood before Hoffman and agreed 
to sign a waiver of indictment. Then 
Richardson informed the court Agnew 
had agreed to enter a plea to a criminal 
information. 


Nixon weighing

Gerald Ford 
of Michigan and Leslie Arcnds of Illi- 
nois. 


Ho later met with Senate Demo- 


cratic leader Sen. Mike Mansfield of 
Montana and House Speaker Carl Al- 
bert of Oklahoma. Until a new vice 
president Is sworn, Albert Is the sec- 
ond In lino to the presidency should 
anything happen to Nixon.

Committee Chairman Frank Palmatler 
voted in favor of awarding the local 
scavenger a renewal to the exclusive 
franchise. 


TRUSTEES TED Sallnsky and Ralph 


Clarbour voted for SCA Services, a mul- 
ti-state corporation ranking among the 
three biggest disposal companies In the 
nation. 


"At no point in the negotiations have I 


had tho confidence that Laseke has been 
honest with us and I don't think he's 
being honest with us now," said Sallnsky, 
referring to the dramatic cut In Laseke's 
proposed rate from a previous high of 
$8.53 to $5.08. 


Palmatler characterized the decision 


between the two companies as hinging 
on: 


• Will SCA provide service equal to or 


better than that which has been supplied 
by Laseke? 


• Will Laseke, at a price of $3.08 per 


customer, be able to continue to give the 
kind of service it has been able to muster 
in the past? 


"The decision is close and we're in a 


fairly good position, perhaps, of not mak- 
ing too much difference either way (we 
decide)," Palmatler said. 


"I am not convinced the service Laseke 


is proposing in the new contract will be 


the same service we have been paying 
for in the past," Clarbour said. 


WHICHEVER COMPANY is finally 


awarded the contract, garbage collection 
in Arlington Heights will remain on a 
twice-weekly, back-door schedule. How- 
ever, residents will be able to dispose of 
large household items on the second pick 
up day of the week, rather than wait for 
an annual Spring Clean Up.

Flood group would battle parks for land 


Tho chairman of tho Citizens Action 


Committee Against Flooding has vowed 
that tho village will go ahead with flood- 
control projects and, If necessary, ac- 
quire land now being eyed by tho Arling- 
ton Heights Park District to do It. 


Trustee Frank Palmatler said tho vil- 


lage and tho park district may wind up 
competing for land at tho Arlington 
Heights Nike Daso and along McDonald 
Creek. Storm water retention basins 
linvo boon proponed for both locations. 


"The village doesn't like to bo put In a 


position of having to compete with the 
pnrk (ILitrlct. but wo will go that way If 
wo Imvc to," Palmatler said during a 
recent meeting of tho citizens action 
committee. 


IlKFKItltl.Nf; TO tho park district's 


objections to cither a surface or on un- 
derground retention basin at Pioneer 
Park, Palmatler said the village "cannot 
afford to l>o caught In any more situ- 
ations where we cannot get the coopera- 
tion of tho park district." 


Palmatlcr said tho village may have to 


first acquire title to tho land It needs and 
hold It for flood control. 


"If, after this Is done, the park district 


can use tho property somehow that's 
fine." ho snld. 


Pnlmntlcr's remarks came after a ton- 


tntlvo new proposal for n lagoon-typo ba- 
sin In Pioneer Park met with a cool re- 
action from park board commissioner 
Knty Graham, also a member of tho cltt- 
x«M action committee. 


THE PARK DISTRICT is hoping to In- 


tegrato plnrw for storm water storage on 
tho Nike Dose with its own master plan 
for n golf course, Mrs. Graham said. 


As for land along McDonald Creek, tho 


pnrk district has long envisioned a man- 
made Inkc In that area, she said. 


Tho Pioneer Park pond was presented 


as one possible solution to the need for 
storm water storage in the Pioneer Park 
area by Stanley Consultants, tho engi- 
neering firm recently hired to review the 
village's overall flood control program. 


Ken Jacobs, regional engineer for 


Stanley Consultants, said the firm would 
investigate flood control with and without 
using tho park. 


PROPOSALS FOR a dry-bottom basin, 


an underground basin and a permanent' 
lagoon have all been rejected by the 
park board which has taken the position 
that the park is an irreplaceable resour- 
ce for the neighborhood. 


"This has not been a unanimous posi- 


tion of tho (park) board and if something 
better is brought to us, we will certainly 
listen. We are keeping an open mind," 
Mrs. Graham said. 


Jacobs said the engineers would confer 


with the park board on flood control proj- 
ects that Involve Pioneer or any of the 
other parks. 


The firm's recommendations, which 


are costing the village $16,000 are due In 
mid-December. A referendum asking 
voters to approve money for the flood 
control measures has been considered 
and probably will be held next year.

Tb« O'Hare International Inn in Schil- 


ler Park hu filed an $1 million suit 
against the O'Hare International Tower 
for ilmllarlty in names. 


The suit, which wu filed last week in 


Cook County Circuit Court, charged that 
the customers of the O'Hare Inter- 
national Inn were "confused and mis- 
lead ... and checked Into the defendant's 
motel (O'Hare International Tower) af- 
ter making reservations with O'Hare In- 
ternational Inn." 


The Schiller Park motel also Is seeking 


an injunction for O'Hare International 
Tower officials to stop using Its present 
name, charging the act as deceptive 
trade practice. Under Illinois law, per- 
sons cannot pass off goods or services as 
those of another. 


THK SUIT also charged that Illinois 


Bell Telephone operators gave out the 


telephone'number of the O'Hare Inter- 
national Towers when customers re- 
quested the number of the O'Hare Inter- 
national Inn. 


The plaintiff is seeking compensation 


for business lost since September from 
O'Hare International Tower. 


"We aren't doing anything else but 


running a hotel business," said Mary Ed- 
grcn, spokesman for O'Hare Inter- 
national Tower, which is located next to 
the airport terminal. "We named our ho- 
tel after the airport, and since it's sitting 
on the airport, it's very logical to call it 
that." 


Officials at the O'Hare International 


Inn were unavailable for comment. 


The 
O'Hare International Tower 


opened In February. It Is owned by 
Madison Square Gardens Corp. with 
headquarters in New York.

Members of the Arlington Heights 


Housing Commission are quickening 
their pace to bring low-income housing 
for the elderly to the village because fed- 
eral funds for the project now are avail- 
able. 


Arlington Heights obtained federal ap- 


proval for 119 units last January, but 
shortly after Pres. Nixon imposed an in- 
definite moratorium on federally subsi- 
dized housing. Housing officials did not 
know whether this'<af fee ted the $47,600 
earmarked for planning, engineering and 
site selection here. 


According to Victor Walchirk, execu- 


tive director of the Cook County Housing 
Authority, the money will be released 
and housing officials are looking for suit- 
able sites for the low-income housing 
project. 


Walchirk said that both, the county 


housing authority and the housing com- 
mission have Inspected four or five sites 
in Arlington Heights over the past few 
weeks. He declined to indicate where 
these sites are located.

Agreement reached on retention basin 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


board of commissioners has agreed to a 
20-year pact with the village for the new 
Wilke-Kirchoff retention basin. 


The agreement calls for the district to 


use the basin for a year-round recreation 
facility. The basin would be used for 
sledding and skating during the winter, 
according to Thomas Thornton, park dis- 
trict director. He said the possibility of 
making an athletic field for summer use 
would be explored. 


The village board still must approve 


the agreement before it becomes final. 


Thornton said the village would be re- 


sponsible for maintenance of the basin. 
The park district would not change the 
flood control capabilities of the facility, 
he said. The pact could be canceled if 
either party did not live up to the agree- 
ment, he said. 


The agreement had been opposed by 


some park commissioners. They had 
questioned whether the basin would be 
too wet for use as a recreation area.
